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introduction 


Welcome! 


We knit, therefore many of us have yarn—lots of it. 


The goal of this book is to help you use this excess stash to create fabulous, fun, funky, 
and fashionable items. And perhaps it will even give you an excuse to go out and buy 
more yarn! The yarn section of each pattern includes guidelines so you can adapt the 
pattern to your own stash of yarns. Specific knitting instructions are provided that include 
the actual yarns used in each prototype. However, do not limit yourself to the yarns used 
for the prototype designs, or you will never use your stash! Throughout the book are 
Stash-Busting Tips. These tips will give you jumping-off points from which to do fabulous 
and creative things with your yarn. 


Yarn and Fiber: It’s a Way of Life 
Some knitters organize their fiber by color and use a color wheel to plan how they will 
use the yarn. On the other hand, when colors are mixed together, there is a tendency to 
be more creative about combining colors. | once participated in a color class with Kaffe 
Fassett, expert colorist and designer. In the center of the room was a huge pile of balls, 
skeins, and strands of yarn in many colors. This chaotic collection of colors and textures 
excited the senses. lt was easy to reach in and place the different yarns next to each 
other and test how they looked together. 

In a later class, designer and book author Deborah Newton demonstrated that colors 
not usually to your liking can be turned into something great if you use them in a manner 
that pleases you. She asked us to knit swatches with yarn colors we wouldn't normally 
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choose, and every time | happen upon the swatch | made, with its sparks of gaudy hot 
pink acrylic yarn, it makes me smile. К really does look okay! Grab а pair of knitting 
needles and challenge yourself by selecting your least favorite stash yarn color and try 
to figure out a way to make it look acceptable to you. By adding color, texture, or both, 
you might surprise yourself. The lesson is to keep an open mind about combining colors 
and texture from your stash to use for the designs in this book. 

Part of the pleasure that comes from knitting is selecting yarns and color, whether 
at a store or from your stash. My good friend Marj Moureau calls this “playing with 
yarn.” If you can't be knitting, the next-best thing is thinking about knitting. Sometimes 
the yarns tell you exactly what they want to be. For instance, a fluffy angora yarn might 
proclaim that it's perfect for a special collar treatment, or for trimming a hat brim, or 
around the сиН$ of gloves or 
mitts. № you bought the yarn for 
one project but later changed your 
mind, think about using it for 
something completely different. 

Try not to overwork the design 
when using leftovers. Keep the 
design simple, and let the yarns do 
the work for you. 

A quick way to decide if a par- 
ticular combination of colors 1$ 
pleasing is to wrap a piece of card- 
board with varying amounts of each 
color. Study the colors, move them 
around, remove one or two colors, 
and add something else until you 
find the right combination for your 
project. By all means, use a color 
wheel and classic color theory if 
this helps you feel secure about 
selecting colors. (Books on color 
theory and color wheels are avail- 
able at art supply stores.) 


Inspiration Abounds! 


Look around you. Wonderful color combinations exist in nature, clothing, quilts, artwork, 
museums, books, magazines, subway tiles, the peeling paint of an old barn—the 
possibilities go on and on. Think about color in terms of your own yarn stash. Designs 


created to use stash yarns often call for many colors in small amounts. Be ready to 


combine colors in ways you may not have done before. For help, look at your own 


collection of art, clothing, home décor, and garden flowers, and think what it is about 


their colors and textures that appeal to you. Perhaps you'll find that the very same colors 


in your favorite piece of artwork are also in your yarn stash. Most of us tend to gravitate 


to certain colorways and palettes, using them in the clothing we wear and the colors with 


which we decorate our homes. 


Storing a Growing Stash 

A few preparations should be made before storing yarns in order to protect your 
treasures and to help you locate suitable yarns when the perfect pattern comes 
along. | broadly classify my yarns by fiber content, storing cottons in one set of 
storage boxes, wool and other animal-based fibers in another. The designer yarns 
—or “wild stuff,” as | like to call these specialty yarns—go in their own boxes. | 
also loosely categorize the yarns by weight, and | make a supreme effort to keep 
each yarn with its label. The label provides information about the number of yards, 
dye lots, the manufacturer or distributor's name, and care instructions. This 
information is invaluable, especially when combining yarns, because it will help 
determine if the yarns are compatible. Can they all be washed? Must some be dry- 
cleaned? Are some prone to shrinkage, while others are not? Will dye colors run? 
If you've knit a swatch with the yarn, label the swatch with the stitch pattern and 
needle size used; this information may be helpful someday. Large hangtags 
(available at office supply stores) are a good way to label these items. 
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Keeping Critters Out 

There is a four-letter word that instills fear in the hearts of most knitters: M-O-T-H! One 
of the best ways to avoid the heartbreak of moths' destroying your yarn or knitted items 
is to practice good housekeeping. Store clean yarns and knitted garments in a clean 
area. Clothes moths love dark, undisturbed environments. These cream-colored fiber- 
eaters are about % inch long and hide if disturbed. Don't confuse these moths with those 
seen flitting around lights. 

Keep the yarn free from food, pet hair, and other debris that may provide food for 
the destructive moth larvae or attract other vermin. Inspect gifts of stash yarn before 
introducing it into your own precious stash. Check gift yarns carefully for signs of 

broken threads, which might indicate a moth infestation. Wash the yarn, 
winding it into a skein if necessary. 

Some experts recommend freezing to eliminate pests. Yarn 
must be frozen for at least 48 to 72 hours at O°F. At 10°F, pests 
can be eliminated, but you must freeze the yarn for a longer 
period. You can check your home freezer with a thermometer. A 


rule of thumb is that a freezer operating at O°F will keep ice cream 
brick hard. This means that if your ice cream comes out of the freezer 

spoonable, the little buggers are alive and well, and there is no place they 
‚would rather warm up than in your precious stash. 

To get rid of moths from yarn or a knitted item, place the yarn in a polyethylene bag, 
squeeze out the air, and tightly seal the bag. Freeze for two or three days, then remove 
the item to the refrigerator for a couple hours to thaw slowly, and then transfer to room 
temperature. Remove the yarn from the bag after it reaches room temperature. To 
make certain that all of the moths are destroyed, repeat the freezing process before 
removing the contents from the bag. Of course, you can turn to commercial moth 
repellents or a pest-control professional if things are really out of hand. In that case, it’s 
probably wiser to discard the affected yarns. 

A natural approach is to use dried herbs and other natural materials that are thought 
to help repel insects: cedar, eucalyptus, pennyroyal, lavender, and tansy. Tightly sealed 
cedar-lined closets and cedar chests can help prevent infestation, but after a few years, 
their volatile oils dry up, and they are no longer as effective.

(After complet- 
ing this row, there will be half the number of sts on needle.) 
Row 4: *Knit 1, work an open-style make 1 (M1) increase 
by inserting the right needle tip from front to back, under 
the running strand before the next st (this creates an 
untwisted loop over the needle), and knitting the loop with- 
out twisting it; repeat (rep) from * to end of row. At the end 
of the row, after the last st is worked, insert the left nee- 
dle tip into the purl bump from the row below and knit it. 
(There is now the same number of sts cast on at the 
beginning.) ,

Make the Sachet 


Side 1: With Color A, cast on (CO) 30 sts. Knit in Pebble 
Stfor 7 repeats (28 rows). Beginning with a knit row, work 
14 rows of stockinette stitch (St st). Work in Pebble St for 
7 repeats. Bind off (BO). 

Side 2: With Color A, cast on 30 sts. Knit in Pebble St until 
this side is the same length as Side 1. BO. 


Finishing 

Using Color B and a tapestry needle, embroider Lazy 
Daisies (see Techniques, page 116) on the St st band of 
Side 1, using the photograph as a guide. Using Color C, 
make a French knot (see Techniques, page 117) in each 
flower center. 


Needles 
US size 0 (2 mm). Adjust the needle size if 
necessary to obtain the correct gauge.

Notions 

US size B-1 (2.25 mm) crochet hook; tapestry needle; 
about 8 inches (20 cm) x 4 inches (10 cm) of muslin 
(or any closely woven fabric) to make an inner pillow 
to hold the lavender; about 1.2 ounces (35 5) dried 
lavender (see Resources, page 121); sewing needle 
and thread to sew the muslin pillow together 


Fold the muslin in half to form a 4-inch (10-cm) square. 
Leaving a 1-inch (2.5-cm) opening across the top, thread 
sewing needle with matching thread and зем 3 side 
edges together using a Vi-inch (6-mm) seam. Turn the 
muslin right-side out and fill with lavender. (A large funnel 
is helpful.) When the muslin pillow is filled, turn the Y4-inch 
(6-mm) seam allowance along the top opening to the 
wrong side and whipstitch (see Techniques, page 118) 
the opening together. 

Place the knitted squares (Sides 1 and 2) over the muslin 
pillow. Pin around the edges to enclose the inner 
lavender-filled pillow. 

Join both knitted pieces together as follows: With the 
crochet hook and Color А, work a row of single crochet 
(see Techniques, page 114) around all 4 sides of the 
sachet, and at the same time work 3 sc in each corner st 
to smoothly round the corners and prevent puckering. 
Keep your lavender sachet for yourself, or give it to some- 
one special as a gift! 


Yarns: Sizes and Substitutions 

Yarns come in many weights and thicknesses, and manufacturers have given them a 
variety of names, making it confusing to tell just how fine or thick the yarn is. To add to 
the mix, terms may also vary by country. 

However, when unsure if your yarns will work as a substitute for the yarn called for, 
knit a swatch and check your gauge. Does the gauge match? Does the fabric have the 
same hand? In other words, does it have the same drape, feel, and appearance? You 
might need a firm fabric for a bag, a more supple fabric for a scarf or sweater. For 
socks, a closely knit fabric will wear better. Hellooooo!? Are you listening here? Make a 
swatch! (Go back and read this again. In fact, if necessary, read this paragraph before 
you start each project.) 

Ply refers to the number of strands that are twisted together, but this is not an indication 
of thickness or weight, as a thicker yarn may have fewer strands than a thinner one. 

Other terms used to describe yarn are smooth; soft-spun, for those loosely spun; 
novelty yarns, for those that have an unusual ply style; textured; thick-and-thin; and 
fleecy, to name a few. 

The Craft Yarn Council of America has developed standard definitions of yarn 
thickness. Knitting editors and members of the yarn industry worked diligently to come 
up with these categories. 


Creating Your Own Yarn Style 

As you search through your stash to find enough yarn for a project, don't forget that you can 
often use two or more strands of finer yarns held together as one to achieve the same gauge 
and body of a thicker yarn. Or, consider adding a row or two of wildly textured yarn for a 
unique effect. Try using a finer yarn for a couple of rows to create a lacy look. As always, 
make a swatch with your combinations to decide if you like its look and feel. If the yarn is 
washable, don’t forget to wash the swatch. It's important to determine the final effect of your 
choices before you plunge headfirst into a large project.

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How Much Yarn Do You Have? 
The best way to figure out how much yarn you have is to read the label of the yarn. If 
the label is long gone and you can remember who made the yarn, check the 
manufacturer's Web site, where most current yarns are listed, or make a phone call to 
the distributor or your local yarn shop to find this information. Three Web sites that carry 
a wide variety of yarns are www.patternworks.com, www.personalthreads.com, and 
www.woodlandwoolworks.com. They may have the information for which you are looking. 
By welghing the yarn and making basic calculations, you can figure out how many yards 
(meters) per ounce (gram) you have. An accurate digital postal scale is handy to have as 
part of your knitting equipment, as you can use it to weigh yarn precisely and easily. If you 
don't have a postal scale, the actual post office may weigh your skeins if you ask nicely 
and don't go at the busiest time. You can also ask your local supermarket if they will weigh 
your yarn on the digital scales in the deli section. (Wrap your skeins in plastic wrap so you 
don't get any fuzz on the scale!) Make friends with spinners, or look for a local spinning 
guild; they often have equipment for measuring and weighing yarns. 


Ifyou want to convert yards to meters or vice versa, and ounces to grams or vice versa, 
the following Web sites will do the computation for you: www.sciencemadesimple.com and 
www.benefitslink.com/cgi-bin/fiberlinkmanager/measurement_converter.cgi.

If you have mystery yarns with missing labels, try this site to help determine what type 
of fiber you have: www.lindrix.com/fabcontent.html. 


How to Measure Your Yarn 

The МсМоггап Yarn Balance is a delicate device that will help you figure out how many 
yards per pound there are in a specific yarn. This tool is available at many yarn stores and 
through craft catalogs, especially those that include spinning and weaving implements. 
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Cut a yarn strand long enough to drape over 
the balance arm of the McMorran Yarn 
Balance, and unbalance the arm so that it's 
pointing downward. The length to cut will 
vary depending upon the type of уат. With 
a very fine yarn, such a length may be too 
long to drape over the arm without touching 
the counter, and thus must be folded in half 
once or twice in order for the yarn to hang 
over the balance arm unencumbered. To bal- 
ance the arm, cut small amounts from the 
strand until the arm balances at midpoint. If 
you snip off too much yarn, add an extra 


piece or two until the arm balances. Then 
remove the yarn (and any extra pieces) from 
the balance arm, measure each piece, and add the measurements together. Now multiply 
the total by 100 to obtain the number of yards per pound. Then calculate the number of 
yards in your stash skein as follows: 


e First, weigh the skein accurately. For this example, the skein weighs 1.75 ounces. 

e Let's say the strand placed on the McMorran Yarn Balance measures 10 inches; 
10 x 100 = 1,000 yards per pound (16 ounces). 

e To calculate the yardage in 1 ounce, divide the 1,000 yards (computed by the 
McMorran scale) by 16 ounces = 62.5 yards per ounce. 

e The 62.5 yards per ounce multiplied by 1.75 (the number of ounces in our skein) = 
109.37 yards of yarn in the skein. 
А metric version of the McMorran scale is available. 


One of the least expensive ways to determine yardage is simply to wind the yarn around 
something that has a measurable length—a chair back, for instance. Let's say your chair 
back has а 1-yard (1-m) circumference. Wind all the yarn around the chair back. Now count 
how many strands are wrapped around the chair. Multiply that number by the chair-back 
measurement. Hint: Always add an extra few inches or so to the calculated total to accom- 
modate the buildup as yarn strands are wound on top of each other. 


То save time, instead of winding large amounts of yarn around а chair back or similar 
object, you can weigh a smaller yarn length, and then multiply to calculate the yardage. 
(Have you noticed that a calculator is a good tool for stash owners?) 

Here's an example: 


e The skein weighs 3.5 ounces (99 g). 

e Carefully measure 5 yards (4.5 m) by winding the yarn around the chair back. From these 
measurements, you determine that 5 yards weighs 0.38 ounces (10.77 8). 

e Divide 3.5 (the number of ounces in the skein) by 0.38 
(the weight of 5 yards) to determine how many 5-yard 
strands are contained within the 3.5-ounce skein. The 
answer is 9.2. Multiply 9.2 by 5 yards to obtain the 
length of the skein: approximately 46 yards (42 m). 


Yarn Swift—An umbrella-style yarn swift is another tool 
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for measuring yarn. Set the swift spokes to a specific 
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measurement, wind a piece of string around the center N 
of the spokes once, and then measure the string to Gi 
determine the measurement. Use string rather than | 
yarn to determine the initial measurement because it's 


less likely to stretch, thus allowing for more accuracy. 


Adjust the swift until the string measures 1 yard (91.5 
cm) so you'll know that each yarn wrap around the swift 
will be about 1 yard. Then wind the yarn around the same area. Count the number of yarn 
wraps to determine the yardage. 


Niddy Noddy—An alternative tool, one fre- 
quently used by spinners, is a niddy noddy. 
The niddy noddy has a premeasured center 
stem with cross-arms at each end. Wind the 
yarn around the cross-arms from end to end. 
After winding, count the strands and multiply 
the total by the length of the center stem. 
Niddy noddies are commonly available in 18- 
inch (46-cm) and 1-yard (91.5-cm) lengths.

Just to Be Safe 

When working with stash yarns and calculating the amount of yarn 
needed for a project, add at least 10 percent extra to the number 

of yards stated in a pattern. №5 better to have a little extra yarn 

available than not enough, unless you're willing to take the gamble 

and live dangerously! Although the measuring methods suggested 


here are very good, they're not flawless. Remember, yarn stretches, 
and it's difficult to wind several skeins with uniform tension. 


Can You Finish the Row? 

Designs for stash yarns often use small amounts of many yarns or colors, and you may 
be left with just a few inches of yarn as the next row begins. Do you have enough yarn to 
finish the row, or should you join the next yarn? Some experts, including author, designer, 
and instructor Maggie Righetti, suggest that if the remaining yarn is 3 times the row width, 
that's enough to finish the row. Other experts calculate by stitches and gauge, allowing 
Y inch (6 mm) per stitch for fine yarn; У? inch (1.3 cm) per stitch for lightweight yarn; 
34 inch (2 cm) per stitch for medium yarn; and 1 to 1% inches (2.5-3.8 cm) per stitch 
for bulky yarns, plus a little extra to weave in the yarn tail. The book's technical editor, 
Jean Lampe, recommends that knitters consider the specific pattern stitch in their calcu- 
lation, as a row with bobbles or ribbing will require more yarn to finish than a row of plain 
stockinette stitch. Ап alternative 15 to measure the yarn while making the gauge swatch. 
Work a row in pattern, mark the yarn at the beginning and end of the row, remove the 
stitches and measure the yarn (without stretching it). Then multiply the length by the num- 
ber of stitches removed. Jot down the numbers on the pattern instructions for reference. 


Are Your Yarns the Same Thickness? 

To determine if two yarns are the same thickness, some fiber enthusiasts use the wraps 
per inch (WPI) method. The idea here is that if the yarns are the same thickness, they will 
provide the same gauge. To calculate the WPI, wrap the yarn around a ruler for 1 or more 
inches. Place each wrap next to the previous one without space between them, but do not 
allow the wraps to overlap. Continue the wraps for 1 or 2 inches, and then count them. 
Handle the yarn from the next skein the same way. Yarns that have the same WPI will work 
at the same gauge in the same pattern. The problem with this method is wrapping the 
yarns consistently and at the same tension. 


When Too Much Is indeed Too Much 

Face п: You will never use some of your stash yarns. Why not have a stash party? Invite 
your knitting buddies over for a stash swap party. Promise wine and chocolate. Give 
guests an area where they can display their yarns—let the bartering and bargaining begin! 


Don't Be Afraid to Give К Away 

One knitter's trash is another knitter's treasure. Donate your excess yarn to charity, 
schools, or a scout troop. You might want to offer to teach knitting as well. Visit the char- 
ity section of www.interweave.com for a list of charitable organizations that may be able 
to use your extra yarn. 


On the Receiving End 

Learn to say no to people who want to give you yarn. If the yarn offered is wonderful, take 
it and enjoy. But if you're not sure you like it, and especially if the gift means you'll have 
to buy more yarn to use it, just say, “No!” 
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for you and yours 


Need a Way to jazz up your wardrobe? 
Look no farther than your stash to meet your fashion 
needs. Because you already own the yarn, a stash project won't cost you a 
cent more. This chapter is full of designs you can knit for yourself, friends, 
and family. 

Looking for a thoughtful gift for someone who needs a little support? An 
Amulet Pouch is just the thing to knit. To use up small amounts of glitzy yarns, 
why not make party purses? They are quick to knit, and the examples in this 
chapter have a fun loopy top. You can also knit a purse that's the perfect size 
for your personal stash of necessities, from lip gloss and a cell phone on up 
the scale. 

If you have lots of yarn in your stash, try the -80 Poncho. It's easy knitting 
as you go around and around, and at the end of your knitting, you have а styl- 
ish wearable security blanket of your own creation.

All of us can use a little positive energy in our lives, and carrying around a symbol of luck might 


help. Who knows? One of these little amulet bags would make a great gift for someone you are con- 


cerned about. Add an angel, an acorn (for good luck and long life), or, as we've shown here, a piece 


of turquoise (the stone of happiness, health, and good fortune) to a hand-knit bag.

Place 
a marker before the first CO st to identify the beginning of 
the round (rnd).

Rnd 3: Join Color B and knit.

11 stitches and 17 rounds = 2 inches (5 cm) in circu- 
lar (circ) stockinette stitch (St st) (knit every round) 


Notions 
Tapestry needle; marker; small bead or button to use 
as a closure 


Cut a 12inch (30.5-cm) strand of Color A. Thread tapestry 
needle and whipstitch (see Techniques, page 118) the bottom 
edges together. Cut 3 pieces of yarn, each about 40 inches 
(101.5 cm) long, using Colors C, D, and E. Leaving about 
Ya-inch (1.3-cm) tails, knot the 3 strands together at one end 
and braid until about 1/2 inches (3.8 cm) remain. Tie the ends 
into a knot, and trim the ends if necessary to 4 inch (1.3 cm). 


Cut another 12-inch (30.5-cm) strand of Color A and thread 
tapestry needle. Attach the braided cord ends to each side of 
the bag. Using Color B, attach the bead to the front center of 
the bag as shown in the photograph. 


Finishing 

Thread tapestry needle with Color B. 

On the back of bag, tie a knot in the end of thread and 
insert needle from wrong side (WS) to right side (RS) of 
work. Move over 1 st and insert needle from RS to WS of 
work, leaving a yarn loop long enough to enclose the bead 


or tiny button on the bag front. Knit with love and fill the bag 
with good energy. 
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A whole sweater made with glitzy novelty yarns can be overwhelming, but when they 
are used prudently in a stylish bag, they can add an element of flair even to jeans and 
high heels. Quick to knit, the bags make great gifts. Next time you have a swatch you 


want to show off, think about turning it into a festive little purse. You can make the han- 


dle as long or short as you like—and perhaps you can use a double strand of beads.

US size 8 (5 mm) double-point (dpn), set of 4 or 5. 
Adjust the needle size if necessary to obtain the 
correct gauge. 


Make the Purse 


With dpn and Yarn A, cast on (CO) 44 stitches (sts). Join sts 
into a circle, being careful not to twist. Place a marker after 
the last st to identify the beginning of the round (rnd). Work in 
circular St st (knit every round) until the piece measures 
31% inches (9 cm) from the CO edge. Cut yarn, leaving 6inch 
(15-cm) tail. Thread tapestry needle, weave tail to wrong side 
(WS) of work, and secure. 


Join Yarn B and work in loopy stitch as follows: 
Rnds 1 and 3: Purl. 
Rnd 2: Knit. 


Rnd 4: *K1, but don't allow the st to fall from the left needle. 
Bring the yarn forward (toward you) between the two needle 
tips and wrap the yarn clockwise around the left thumb, mak- 
ing a 1inch (2.5-cm) loop (or longer, if you prefer). Take the 
yarn between the two needles to the back, then knit the same 
st (still on the left needle) through the back loop, kl”; repeat 
(rep) instructions between * * to end of rnd—{66 sts). 


Rnd 5: *K2tog, k1*; rep instructions between * * to end of 
rnd{44 sts). 


Rnds 6 and 9: Purl. 
Rnd 7: Rep Rnd 4. 
Rnd 8: Rep Rnd 5. 
Rnd 10: Knit. 


Bind off (BO) all sts. Cut yarn, leaving 6-inch (15-cm) tail. 
Thread tapestry needle, weave tail to WS, and secure. 


Gauge 

20 stitches and 28 rounds = 4 inches (10 cm) in 
circular stockinette stitch (St st) (knit each round) 
with Yarn A 

13 stitches = 4 inches (10 cm) in loopy stitch with 
Yarn B 


Notions 

Markers; tapestry needle; fabric and interfacing, 
about 8 inches x 10 inches (20.5 x 25.5 cm), 

to line the bag; sewing thread and sewing needle; 
2 jewelry jumper rings; enough beads to string a 
22-inch (58-cm) strap; 24 inches (61 cm) of flexible 
beading wire; 2 crimping beads; 1 large snap or 
magnetic closure 


Note 

Many novelty yarns are slippery, and knitters often find 
that wooden or plastic knitting needles hold the yarns 
better than metal needles. 


Cut a 12-inch (30.5-cm) strand of Yarn A. Thread tapestry 
needle and whipstitch (see Techniques, page 118) the bottom 
edges together. 


Finishing 

Using the bag as your guide, cut the lining fabric and interfac- 
ing to fit the inside of the bag, plus a inch (1.5-cm) 
allowance on each side for the side seams, plus the same 
allowance to turn in to the WS around the top edge. Before 
seaming, each lining side should measure about 5% inches 
(14 cm) wide at the bag base and gradually increase to 
8 inches (20 cm) at the bag top. The total length is 10 inches 
(25.5 cm) before folding in half. 


Holding lining pieces with right sides (RS) together, use 
threaded sewing needle to backstitch (see Techniques, page 
118) the side seams together. Turn the lining so RS is facing 
outward; insert lining inside purse, with WS of lining and WS 
of purse together. Turn in about 12 inch (1.3 cm) lining seam 
allowance to WS around the top edge, and whipstitch (see 
Techniques, page 118) top of lining neatly to top of purse. 
Sew a jumper ring at each side seam, about 12 inch (1.3 cm) 
down from the top edge. String the beads on the wire, plac- 
ing a crimping bead at each end. Loop one end of the wire 
through one ring. Turn and thread the wire back through the 
crimping bead and a few of the beads in the strap and crimp 
closed. Repeat on the other side. Sew the snap halves in the 
center near the top opening to close the bag. Turn bag to 
right side. Now go out and party! 


Fiesta Bag 


| was enchanted when | spied the red novelty yarn with streamers. However, like some other nov- 


elty yarns, when knit by itself this yarn was too scanty and did not make the dramatic impact it did 


in the ball. Combining the novelty yarn with a strand of multicolored cotton gives this bag its fes- 


tive summery feeling. 


Finished Size 

Base width: 4% inches (12 cm) 
Width of top of bag: 6 inches (15 cm) 
Height: 4% inches (12 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 72 yards (66 m) of medium-weight 
yarn for Yarn A (the base yarn) and about 10 yards (9 m) 
of novelty Yarn В (the trim), using the same stitch pat- 
tern and gauge.

(10 cm) from the CO edge. 


Top Edge 

Rnd 1: With 1 strand each of Yarns A and В held together, 
purl all sts to end of rnd. № necessary, pull the streamers 
from Yarn B to the front. 


Rnd 2: Knit with Yarn A only. 


Rnd 3: With both yarns held together as one, *k1, but don't 
allow the st to fall from the left needle.

Note 

Many novelty yarns tend to be slippery. You might find 
that wooden or plastic knitting needles are easier to 
work with than metal needles. 


Rnd 6: Rep Rnd 4. Bind off (BO) all sts. Cut yarn, leaving 
6-inch (15-cm) tail. Thread tapestry needle, weave tail to 
wrong side, and secure. Cut a 12-inch (30.5-cm) strand of 
Yarn A. Thread tapestry needle and whipstitch (see 
Techniques, page 118) the bottom edges together. 


Finishing 

Weave in loose ends. Using three 60-inch (152.5-cm) 
strands of Yarn A and the crochet hook, single crochet (see 
Techniques, page 114) a strap about 11 inches (28 cm) 
long. Cut yarn, leaving 4-inch (10-cm) tail. Insert tail 
through last loop on the hook and pull to tighten. 


Sew each end of the crochet strap to the sides of the bag 
near the top edge. Cut the lining fabric and interfacing to 
fit the inside of the bag, allowing V-inch (1.5-cm) side 
seams and the same allowance to turn in at the top edge. 
Before seaming, each lining side should measure about 
5% inches (14.5 cm) wide at the bag base and gradually 
increase to 7 inches (18 cm) at the bag top. The total 
length is 10 inches (25.5 cm) before folding in half. 


Sew the snap halves in the center of the opening, near the 
top edge, to close the bag. Now go out and party! 


Triple Triangle Extravaganza 


Sometimes а skein of irresistible yarn begs to be purchased. However, once you get it home, then 


you think, “Now what?” This pattern is perfect for stash knitting because you can make the triangle 


as airy or dense as you want by adjusting the needle size.

Kerchief: 18 inches wide x 12 inches long (46 x 30.5 cm)

Rows 130-139 (10 rows): Join B, rep Rows 48-49 same 
as Basic Patt—(141 sts). 


Row 140: With B, BO all sts using the decrease bind-off 
method (see Techniques, page 119). 


Finishing

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| love ribbon yarns and have several irresistible skeins in my stash. Because ribbon yarn tends 


to create a very clingy fabric, a scarf is an excellent choice. Find your most exciting skeins and 


try this easy diagonal scarf pattern worked on large-size needles. The scarf includes rows of eye- 


lets, which work up fast and take very little yarn. The glorious luminescent yarn used in this proj- 


ect is enhanced by the addition of beads and charms, making a scarf that appears almost as 


wonderful as a hand-crafted necklace. By simply changing the needle size, this basic concept 


was used to make a second version in beautiful multicolored mohair. You can adapt this pattern 


to the yarns in your stash. Layer these scarves and wear them together for a particularly dra- 


matic and textural look. 


Finished Sizes 
Ribbon Scarf: Width: 6 inches (15 cm) 
Length: 45 inches (114 cm) 


Mohair Scarf: Width: 8 inches (20 cm)

Yarn 
You will need about 158 yards (144 m) total of rib- 
bon yarn, using the same pattern stitch and gauge.

Make the Ribbon Scarf 


Scarf Point, Increase Rows

Row 14: (Increasing Lace Row, worked only in the point of 
the scarf) SI 1 pwise, k1f&b, *yarn over (yo), knit 2 sts 
together (k2tog)*; rep instructions between * * to last 3 
sts, end row with k2tog, k1—(16 sts). 


Rows 15-18 (4 rows): Rep Row 4—(20 sts). 


Main Body—Diagonal Pattern 
Row 19: (Shaping Row) SI 1 pwise, k1f&b, knit to last 3 
sts, k2tog, kl. 


Row 20: SI 1 pwise, knit to end of row. 


Rows 21-29 (9 rows): Rep Rows 19 and 20, finishing 
with a Row 19. 


Row 30: (YO Lace Row) SI 1 pwise, “yo, k2tog;* rep 
instructions between * * across the row to the last 3 sts, 
end row with k2tog, kl. 


Continue working Rows 21 through 30 until the scarf meas- 
ures about 39 inches (99 cm) or desired length. End hav- 
ing completed a Row 30 (YO Lace Row). 


Scarf Point, Decrease Rows 

Rows 1-19: SI 1 pwise, k2tog, knit to end of row (after 
Row 19 is finished, 1 st remains). Cut yarn, leaving 4-inch 
(10-cm) tail. Insert tail through last stitch on needle and pull 
to tighten. See Finishing below. 


Make the Mohair Scarf 


Work same as for Ribbon Scarf through Row 14 (Increasing 
Lace Row)—(16 sts). 


Rows 15-25 (11 rows): SI 1 pwise, k1f&b, knit to end of row 
—(27 sts). 


Row 26: Rep Row 14 (Increasing Lace Row)—see Ribbon 
Scarf—(28 sts). 


Rows 27-28 (2 rows): Rep Row 15—(30 sts). 


Main Body—Diagonal Pattern 

Work the Main Body—Diagonal Pattern same as for Ribbon 
Scarf (Rows 21-30) until scarf measures about 39 inches 
(99 cm) or desired length. End having completed a Row 30 
(YO Lace Row). 


Scarf Point, Decrease Rows 

Repeat Row 1 of Scarf Point Decrease Rows (see Ribbon 
Scarf instructions) until 18 sts remain. Work a lace row on 
the next row as follows: Sl 1, *k2tog, yo*; rep instructions 
between * * to last 3 sts, end row with k2tog, kl. 


Resume working Row 1 of Scarf Point Decrease Rows until 
1 st remains. Cut yarn, leaving 4-inch (10-cm) tail. Insert 
the tail through the last st on the needle and pull to tighten. 


Finishing 
With a tapestry needle, weave in loose yarn tails along the 
side edges and secure. 


Fringe for Mohair Scarf 
(optional) 

Wind yarn around a 6-inch (15-cm) length of cardboard. 
Cut the yarn at one end. Make sixty 12-inch (31-cm) 
strands. To make the fringe, “holding two strands of 
yarn together side by side, fold the strands in half to form 
a loop at one end. Working from front to back, insert the 
crochet hook into the first stitch on one end of the scarf. 
(For a sturdier edge, insert the hook so that three strands 
of edge yarns are included in the border.) Catch the folded 
loops and pull through the work. Bring the cut ends 
through the folded loops and tighten*; rep instructions 
between * * until each st on the narrow end of the scarf 
has a fringe strand attached. Repeat fringe process on the 
other end of the scarf. 


To decorate the scarf with beads and charms, thread a few 
of the beads onto the yarn fringe strands, dispersing them 
evenly across the fringe. Sew the beads in place, or tie a 
double overhand knot under each bead to hold in place. 
Arrange the remaining beads on the bottom 6 inches 
(15 ст) of each end of scarf and sew into place with the 
needle and thread.

While this poncho takes a lot of knitting, it's a fun project to knit on a road trip and requires very lit- 


tle fitting and sewing. For the poncho shown, | used wide bands of color, but using more colors 


and making narrower stripes will also work well. Make this poncho as long and as dramatic as you 


would like, or keep it short to make a capelet. 


Finished Size 

Circumference, lower edge: 176 inches (4.51 m) 
Length: About 35 inches (89 cm) from neck to lower 
edge. The poncho is worked from the neck down, so 
the length is easily adjusted depending on the amount 
of yarn you have. 


Yarn 

You will need about 450 yards (412 m) of medium- 
weight yarn in main color and about 1433 yards 
(1310 m) total in contrast colors, using the same 
Stitch pattern and gauge. 


We used Classic Elite Montera (5096 llama, 5096 wool; 
127 yards [116 m]/3.5-ounce [100-g]) skein:

Color I—#3887 Pear, 273 yards (250 m) 


Needles 

US size 6 (4 mm), 16 inches (40.5 cm) and 29 inches 
(73.5 cm) circular (circ); US size 8 (b mm) circ in 
several lengths. Use several circ needles in various 


lengths to accommodate the number of stitches (use 
these needles as if they were double-point needles). 
Adjust the needle size if necessary to obtain the 
correct gauge. 


Gauge 
17 stitches and 25 rounds = 4 inches (10 cm) in cir- 
cular stockinette stitch (St st) on larger-size needles 


Notions 
Markers, with one marker in a different color from the 
others; tapestry needle 


Notes 
1. When casting on, place a marker after every 25 
stitches (sts) to make it easier to count the stitches. 


2. The ruffled edge around the neck is knit back and 
forth until the decreases (dec) are finished, then joined 
into a circle and knit in rounds (rnds). 


3. The ruffle around the lower edge is created by 
working one side at a time so the work is more man- 
ageable. After completing each section, stitch the 
short ruffle edges together with mattress st (see 
Techniques, page 118). 


4. Make 1 (m1) (see Abbreviations, page 120). 


Make the Poncho 
Ruffled Neck 


Using smaller-size circ needle in one or more 29-inch 
lengths (or whatever length comfortably holds the stitches) 
and Color A, cast on (CO) 367 sts. 


Row 1: "Knit 2 together (k2tog), yarn over (уо)*; repeat 
(rep) instructions between * * across the row, ending yo, 
k1—(368 sts). 


Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: K2tog across the row—(184 sts). 
Row 4: Purl. 

Row 5: K2tog across the row—(92 sts). 


Row 6: Purl row onto 16-inch needle. 


Place marker to mark the beginning of the rnd and join work 
into a circle, being careful not to twist the sts. Work in rounds 
(rnds) of k1, pl ribbing until the neck measures 41% inches

When we're wearing hand-knitted headwear or 
footwear, the world just seems a better place. Hats, headbands, 
and socks don't take much yarn and are usually quick to make. For instance, the 
Easy Rolled-Edge Hat (page 55) is made with bulky yarn or with several strands 
of thinner yarn held together as one yarn. If you need a quick gift for someone, 
here’s a hat you can put together in a few hours. 

Use the knitted flowers on the San Francisco Headbands (page 50) to trim 
other items such as handbags, skirts, sweaters, and scarves. Headbands and 
fanciful knitted flowers are a great way to use bits and pieces of novelty yarns. 

Don't neglect the top of your socks, either! Specialty yarns and beads can 
form a fabulous top edge to jazz up any pair of socks. Check out the Walk on 
the Wild Side Slipper Socks and the more subdued striped version (page 57). 

Both skullcaps in this chapter are knit with fine yarn but could incorporate 
many colors from your stash. Think about adding interesting toppers to hats. 
The beaded tassel on the Striped Skullcap was inspired by Johnny Depp's 


pirate wear in the movie Pirates of the Caribbean. (Movie and live theater cos- 


tumes are great sources for design and color ideas.) 
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San Francisco Headbands 
A sturdy, smooth yarn was used along with a strand of fluffy, glitzy yarn to make these two 


headbands. The sample headbands shown here fit average head sizes. To make other sizes, 


simply cast on more or fewer stitches in multiples of 4. (See the head measurement guide- 


lines, page 53.) 


Finished Size 
The headbands should fit snugly so they stay in place. 


Version #1 (green and orange band with orange 
flower) 

Width: 312 inches (9 cm) 

Circumference: 15 inches (38 cm) 


Version #2 (fuzzy bouclé band in a combination of reds, 
blues, green, and purple, with red-trimmed yellow flower) 
Width: 4 inches (10 cm)

Yarn 

You will need about 45 yards (42 m) of each yarn to 
create the headband, and about 8 to 10 yards

#7129 multicolor, a combination green, orange, red, 
about 45 yards (42 mm), for the headband 


For Version #2, we used Dalegarn Sisik (30% wool, 
30% mohair, 34% acrylic, 6% viscose; 148 yards 
[136 m]/1.75-ounce [50-g] ball): 

#167 red, about 45 yards (42 m) for headband and 
flower embroidery 


On Line, Linie 43 Punta (45% rayon, 45% nylon, 10% 
acrylic; 88 yards [80 m]/1.75-ounce [50-g] ball): 
#23 multicolor, a combination of rich reds, purple, 
greens, orange, blues bouclé yarn, about 45 yards 
(42 m), for the headband 


Classic Elite Waterspun (100% merino felted wool; 
137 yards [125 m]/1.75-ounce [50-g] skein): 
#5051 Tibetan Gold, about 8-10 yards (7-9 m) for 
flower 


Needles 

Size 8 (5 mm) 16-inch (40.5-cm) circular (circ) to 
make the headband. Size 5 (3.75 mm) to make the 
flower. Adjust the needle size if necessary to 
obtain the correct gauge. 


Gauge 

Version #1: 16 stitches and 17 rows = 3 inches 

(7.5 cm), on size 8 (5 mm) needles in knit 2 (k2), 

purl 2 (p2) rib, with 2 strands of yarn held together 
as one. Both gauge samples were worked back and 
forth in stitch pattern. Flat knitting usually has a differ- 
ent gauge than circular knitting, but in these small, 
stretchy items, the difference isn’t significant. 


Version #2: 14 stitches and 13 rows = 3 inches 
(7.5 cm), on size 8 (5 mm) needles with 2 strands of 
yarn held together as one 


Notions 

Tapestry needle; marker; US size E (3.5 mm) crochet 
hook for decorating the yellow flower; 5 tiny beads 
(optional), for decorating the center of the flower: match- 
ing sewing thread and sewing needle to attach beads. 


Маке the Headband 


Using the circular needle and holding together 1 strand 
from each yarn, cast on (CO) 80 stitches (sts). Place a 
marker and join sts into a circle, being careful not to 
twist the sts. Work in rounds (rnds) of k2, p2 ribbing until 
the headband measures the desired width. Bind off (BO) 
all sts in pattern. 


Make the Flower 


Using smaller needles, with a single strand of yarn, CO 5 sts. 
Row 1: Knit. 
Rows 2,4,6,8, and 10: Purl. 


Rows 3,5, and 7: Knit 1 in the front and back loops (k1f&b) 
at each end of the row—(11 sts at the end of row 7). 


Rows 9 and 11: Knit 2 together (k2tog) at each end 
of row. 


Row 12: P2tog, p3, p2tog—5 sts remain. Do not BO. 


Leave sts on needle. Cut the yarn, leaving a 6- 
inch (15-cm) tail. 


Join yarn and repeat (rep) the above 12 rows 6 more 
times. Leave yarn attached on the 7th and last petal. 
Each petal has a 5-st base—(35 sts). 


Next Row: K2tog across the row to the last st, К1— 
(18 sts). Cut the yarn, leaving a 12-inch (30-cm) tail. With 
a tapestry needle, thread the tail through the remaining 18 
sts. Pull yarn gently to gather the sts together, then fasten 
yarn securely by weaving through several sts on the wrong 
side (WS). Overlapping the flower petals, sew the edges of 
the petals together from the petal base upward to the 
widest point. Leave the upper petals free. Weave in loose 
ends to WS and secure.

Orange Flower 


Using the photo at right as a guide, thread a tapestry nee- 


dle with about 18 inches (46 cm) Classic Elite Montera 
yarn, in Pear color, and make 12 lines using long and 
short straight sewing stitches radiating outward from the 
flower center. 


Yellow Flower 

Decorate the flower with the Dalegarn Sisik yarn used to 
make the headband. Thread a tapestry needle with about 18 
inches (46 cm) of the yarn and embroider a chain (see 
Techniques, page 116) around the outside edges of the 
petals as shown on headband at left in the photograph on 
page 51. Rethread needle as necessary. Cut yarn, leaving a 
4-inch (10-cm) tail, and weave in loose ends to WS and 
secure. 


па toes 
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To make the loopy center of the flower: With crochet hook 
and Sisik yarn, chain 16 sts (see Techniques, page 114). 
*Insert the hook back into the first chain formed (this will 
form the first loop) and chain 16 more sts*; rep instructions 
between * * until there are 7 loops. Pull the loops into place 
to form the flower center. Cut yarn, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) 
tail: thread the yarn through the loop, and tighten. Attach the 
loop center to the flower. With matching sewing thread and 
needle, sew a few beads into the center, if desired. 


Attaching the Flower 


Using a coordinating color of yarn, thread 8 inches (20.5 cm) 
onto a tapestry needie. Neatly attach the flower to the 
headband with a few backstitches (see Techniques, 
page 118). With a tapestry needle, weave in

Finishing 

Cut the yarn, leaving a tail about 6 inches (15 cm) long.

The skull charm 


sewn along the top edge makes it a perfect choice for your favorite Goth teen. 


Finished Size 
Length of foot: 8% (10) inches (21.5 [25.5] cm) 


Length of leg, from bottom of heel to top of sock leg: 


9 inches (23 cm). Version #1 will be slightly shorter 
after the top edge rolls forward.

Make the Slipper Socks 


Toe 

Both Versions: With crochet hook and the waste yarn, chain 
12 stitches (sts) to make a provisional (temporary) crochet 
chain cast-on (CO) (see Techniques, page 115). 


Row 1: Join Color А for Version #1 and the main yarn for 
Version #2, and, using the beginning end of the crochet 
chain, pick up 8 sts from the crochet chain. Work in rows, 
back and forth in St st, for 4 rows. Beginning at the knot- 
ted end of the waste yarn pull the end out of the last cro- 
chet st and then remove the provisional CO, inserting a dpn 
into the live sts to create a seamless beginning (see 
Techniques, page 115). 


One dpn holds 8 sts at one end of the 4 rows, and a sec- 
ond dpn holds 8 sts at the other end of the 4 rows. Fold 
the 4 rows in half and then slip 4 sts purlwise (pwise) onto 
each of 4 dpns—{16 sts). Place a marker (pm) on the nee- 
dle where the working yarn is attached. From this point on, 
you'll be working in rounds (rnds), and the marker will iden- 
tify the beginning of the rnd and Needle #1. 


Rnd 1: 


Needle #1: K1, with the tip of the right needle, lift the st 
below the st on the left needle and knit it. Knit the remain- 
ing sts on the needle—(5 sts); 


Needle #2: Knit to within 1 st of the end; with the left nee- 
dle, lift the st below the st on the right needle and knit it, 
k1—45 sts); 


Needle #3: Work same as Needle #1; 
Needle #4: Work same as Needle #2. 
20 sts total. 
Rnd 2: Knit. 


Repeat (rep) these two rnds 1 (2) more times— 
(24 [28] sts). There are 6 (7) sts on each needle. 


Work even in circular St st (knit every rnd) 
for both versions until the foot measures 
approximately 6 (6%) inches (15 [161%] 
cm) from the toe. This will be the point 
where the leg meets the top of the 
foot. п Version #1, you'll also be 
changing colors randomly at the 
beginning of every 2-6 rnds, rotating 
through the color order listed on the 
previous page. Or, select your choice of 
colors and stripe widths. Each rnd ends 
after completing Needle #4. When foot is 
desired length, begin the heel. 


Heel 
The sts on Needles #1 and #2 are the sole of the sock. The 
sts on Needles #3 and #4 are for the instep. 


Next Rnd: Needle #1: Knit 1, lift the st below the st to the 
left and knit it; knit to the end of the needle—(7 [8] sts); 


Needle #2: Knit to within 1 st of the end; lift the st below 
the st just knitted and knit the lifted st, k1—(7 [8] sts); 


Needles #3 and #4: Knit. 
Next Rnd: Knit all sts. 
Work these 2 rnds 4 (4) times—(32 [36] sts). 


Needles #1 and #2 each have 10 (11) sts (the sole sts); 
Needles #3 and #4 (the instep sts) each have 6 (7) sts. 


Turn the Heel 

Place all the heel sts on one needle by knitting 6 (7) sts from 
Needle #1 onto Needle #4. Heel Needle: Using the free dpn, 
ssk (see Abbreviations, page 120), knit 2 (2) sts from Needle 
#1 and knit 4 (4) sts from Needle #2 onto the heel needle. 
Slip the remaining 6 (7) sts from Needle #2 onto Needle #3. 
There should be 12 (14) sts held on each of Needles #3 
and #4. There are now 7 (7) sts on the heel needle. Work 
the heel back and forth in St st on these 7 sts as follows: 


Row 1: Wrong side (WS). Purl 2 together (p2tog), purl 
across the row. Turn. 


Row 2: Right side (RS). Ssk, knit across the row. Turn. 


Rep these 2 rows until 4 sts remain; end after completing 
a Row 1 (WS). Turn work. 


Next Row: (RS) SI 1, knit across the heel. Pick up 4 sts by 
knitting along the decrease (dec) edge. Turn. 


Next Row: (WS) SI 1 pwise. Purl back across the heel and 
pick up 4 sts pwise along the other dec edge— 
(12 [12] sts) on the heel needle. Turn. 


Heel Flap 

Begin knitting the heel Нар, working away from the foot and 
toward the leg, and, at the same time, working together 
1 st from the adjacent instep needle with 1 st from the heel 
sts each time you turn the work. Note: 12 sts remain on 
the heel needles as you work these rows. 


Row 1: (RS) SI 1, knit across the row to the last st, sl the 
last st pwise to right needle, then sl 1 pwise from the next 
needle to the right needle; return both slipped sts pwise to 
left needle and then knit the 2 slipped sts together (k2tog). 
Turn. 


Row 2: (WS) $1 1, purl across the row to the last st, sl the 
last st to next needle on the left, then p2tog with the right 
needle. Turn. 


Rep these two rows 6 times; end after completing a WS 
Row 2—12 sts on the heel needle and 6 [8] sts on each 
instep needle). Turn the work so RS is facing and resume 
working in rnds. As you work the first rnd, to eliminate a 
gap in the work on each side of the heel sts, *lift the st 
below the first st on the left needle, and knit the lifted st 


together with the first st on left needle, knit across the 
remaining sts on the first needle; repeat from * at the be- 
ginning of the next needle to close the gap on the other 
side of the heel; knit all the sts on the last two needles to 
complete the rnd. Adjust the sts so there are 6 (7) sts on 
each of the four needles. For Version #1, continue chang- 
ing colors, creating a stripe pattern. Work evenly for both 
versions until sock leg is almost as long as you want the 
sock to be, about 5 inches (12.5 cm) for Version #1, the 
striped socks, and about 7 inches (18 cm) for Version #2. 


Sock Top 


Version #1: To create the striped ridge top: 
Rnd 1: Change color and knit rnd. 

Rnds 2-3: Purl. 

Rnd 4: Change to another color, knit rnd. 
Rnds 5-6: Purl. 

Rnd 7: Change to another color, knit rnd. 
Rnds 8-9: Purl. 

Bind off (BO) loosely. 


Version #2: To create the fringed top, when leg measures 
about 7 inches (18 cm) or desired length, hold several 
strands of the Karakul long tail yarn in front of the needle. 
(The Karakul long tail yarn is held in front of the work 
throughout.) 


Insert the right needle above the long tail yarn; bring the 
working yarn under and around the long tail yarn, securing 
it into the first st on Needle #1 and knit the st. Secure the 
long tail yarn in this manner every 4th st, bringing the 
working yarn under and around each section of long tail 
yarn. Roll the top of the sock down over the top edge of 
the long tail yarn. Thread a tapestry needle with 18 inches 
(48 cm) and sew the top edge in place. Trim the ends of 
the long tail yarn if necessary. Add a bead or two to the 
top edge if desired. 


Finishing 
Using a tapestry needle, weave in ends to WS and secure. 


Attach the leather soles if desired, following the instruc- 
tions on the package.

When thinking of ways to knit up your stash, 


don't limit yourself to wearable projects. Use your yarn to make some- 


thing nice for your home. In this chapter, you will find patterns for а rug, an 
afghan, and a pillow. Also, check out the whimsical miniature Christmas stock- 
ings, which are great to use for decorating or for holding a very special gift! 

If your stash contains many colors, tie them together with a neutral color 
such as gray or black, as in the Felted Patchwork Rug (page 74) and the 
Amish-Inspired Afghan (page 76). The Trellis Pillow (page 70) demonstrates 
how monochromatic hues of one color (in this case, red) can be used to cre- 
ate a sophisticated look. 

While there 15 not a definitive pattern for coasters in the book, they are a 
great way to use up a small amount of yarn. Simply knit 4-inch (10-cm) 
squares. Or, if using 100 percent wool, try felting them. Begin by knitting 
5-inch (12.5-cm) squares, then follow the felting instructions on page 75. 
Coordinate the coaster colors, including stripes and trims, and tie together 
with coordinating yarn to present them as a great hostess gift. 
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Mini Christmas Stockings 


Quick to make, you can knit these up all year long in preparation for the holiday season. If you 


haven't turned a sock heel before, give the concept a try using these step-by-step instructions 


on a miniature scale. Christmas stockings are a good way to deliver gift certificates and, unlike 


a pair of regular socks, you only have to make one! 


Finished Size 

Height: 5% inches (14.5 cm) 

Length of foot: 312 inches (9 cm) 

Width of top of stocking: 2 inches (5 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 30 yards (28 m) total of medium- 
weight yarn to make each miniature stocking, using 
the same stitch pattern and gauge. The colors and 
amounts are included with the instructions for each 
specific stocking. 


We used Harrisville New England Knitters Highland 
(100% wool; worsted-weight 2-ply, 200 yards 
[183 m]/3.5-ounce [100-g] skein). 


Needles 

US size 2 (2.75 mm) double-point (dpn), set of 4. 
Adjust the needle size if necessary to obtain the 
correct gauge. 


Gauge 
12 stitches and 19 rounds = 2 inches (5 cm) in circlar 
stockinette stitch (St st) 


Notions 

Tapestry needle; markers; stitch holder or waste cot- 
ton yarn to use as holder. When making a stocking 
with bead trim, you will need small beads, the size of 
your choosing, beading needle, and beading thread. 
For a stocking that includes a button, you will need a 
decorative button about 1⁄2 inch (1.3 cm) in diameter, 
sewing needle, and thread. For a stocking with pre- 
beaded trim, you will need to make or purchase about 
1 yard (46 cm) of prebeaded trim. 


Notes 
1. Look through your current supply of beads, buttons, 
and other accessories to trim the mini stockings. 


2. Slip stitches as if to purl (sl pwise). 


Basic Cuffed Stocking 


Follow these directions for all the variations. 


Cuff 

Cast on (CO) 25 stitches (sts). Arrange sts so there are 9 sts 
on one needle and 8 on each of 2 needles. Place a marker 
to identify beginning of round (rnd) and join work into circle, 
being careful not to twist the sts. Knit 9 rnds. Purl 1 rnd to 
form top fold line of the cuff. 


Fold Line and Stocking 
Turn work to wrong side (WS) (from this point on, this side is 
the right side [RS]). Continue to knit in rnds; at the same 
time, decrease (dec) 1 st in the first rnd—(24 sts). When 
stocking leg measures 4 inches (10 cm) from the top of the 
fold line, divide sts for the heel. 


Heel Flap 

(Worked back and forth in rows on 2 needles.) K6, turn 
work, and purl back over these same 6 sts, place a 
marker, and then purl the next 6 sts—(12 sts). Place the 
remaining 12 sts on holder for instep. 


Working back and forth on heel sts only, slip (sl) the first st of 
every row and work 13 rows in St st, ending with a purl row. 


Turn the Heel (short rows) 
Row 1: (RS) K7, knit 2 together (k2tog), k1, turn. 


Row 2: SI 1, p3, рий 2 together (p2tog), pl, turn. 
Row 3: SI 1, k4, k2tog, kl, turn. 
Row 4: SI 1, p5, p2tog, p1—8 sts remain on needle. 


Set Up the Heel Gusset 

With empty needle, knit across 4 heel sts, place a marker 
to identify beginning of rnd; using another empty needle, 
knit across the next 4 heel sts; using the same needle, pick 
up 6 sts along side edge of heel flap. Slip 12 instep sts 
from holder onto a free needle, and, using another empty 
needle, knit across the 12 instep sts. Using the 4th needle, 
pick up 6 sts down the other side of heel, and using this 
same needle, knit across remaining 4 heel sts—(32 sts). 
The beginning of the rnd is now the center of the heel.

Rnd 1: Knit. 


Rnd 2: (dec rnd) 
Needle #1: Knit to within 3 sts of end of needle, k2tog, kl;

Needle #3: K1, ssk (see Abbreviations, page 120), knit to 
end of rnd. 


Repeat (rep) last 2 rnds until 24 sts remain. Knit 10 rnds 
for foot.

Knot 
the ends together with an overhand knot, same as begin- 
ning knot, and trim uneven ends. Fold the braid in half and, 
using a tapestry needle threaded with yarn, attach the 
hanger to the stocking.

Perhaps you have a favorite color and your stash 


has several varieties of the same color family. The center motif is worked with a stranded Fair Isle 


pattern, but you can choose to leave the center panel plain or follow the chart using a vertical dupli- 


cate stitch (see Techniques, page 117) after the pillow face is finished.

The pillow front measures about 
23 inches (58.5 cm) from CO edge before the crochet bor- 
ders are added. Work the chart stitch repeats as follows: 


Row 1: (RS) Begin at lower right edge of chart. Side pat- 
terns: *k11 with Color A, k1 with Color E, k4 with Color B, 
kl with Color С, k4 with Color В, k1 with Color E, k11 with 
Color A*; Center patterns: Work 3 sts in seed st pattern 
(patt) with Color C, work 16 sts in Fair Isle patt with Colors 
D and E according to chart, work 3 sts in seed st with Color 
С; Side patterns: repeat side patt instructions from * to *. 


Row 2: (WS) Begin on second row of chart. Side patterns: 
“pll with Color A, pl with Color E, p4 with Color B, p1 
with Color С, p4 with Color В, pl with Color E, p11 with 
Color A*; Center patterns: Work 3 sts in seed st, purl the 
16 Fair Isle sts using colors as shown, work 3 sts in seed 
st; Side patterns: Rep from * to *. 


These 2 rows are the first 2 rows shown on the chart. Work 
the 18 chart rows 10 times for а total of 180 rows to com- 
plete the pillow front. Bind off (BO) all sts. With tapestry 
needle, weave in loose yarn tails to the WS of the work 
along the stripe edges and secure. 


Using the crochet hook and Color E, work a row of single 
crochet (sc) (see Techniques, page 114) around the outside 
of the pillow; at the same time, work 3 sc in each corner 
stitch to smoothly round the corners and prevent puckering. 
Leaving Color E attached, join Color A and work 1 rnd of sc. 
With Color E, work a final rnd of sc. Cut yarns, leaving 4-inch 
(10-cm) tails, and weave in loose ends on WS. 


Wet pillow top, block flat to 19 x 24 inches (48.5 x 61 cm), 
and let dry thoroughly. 


Make the Inner Pillow 


Cut two pieces of fabric about 20 x 25 inches (51 x 63.5 
cm), which includes a inch (1.3-cm) seam allowance 
around all four edges. Place fabric right sides (RS) 
together, and pin along the inch (1.3-cm) seam 
allowance. With sewing needle and matching thread, sew 
the two fabric pieces together using the backstitch seam 
method (see Techniques, page 118), leaving a 6-inch (15- 
cm) opening across the top. 


Turn the pillow right-side out and insert polyester filling. 
When the inner pillow is filled to desired capacity, turn in the 
top opening seam allowance to the wrong side (WS) and 
whipstitch (see Techniques, page 118) the opening together. 


Finishing 

Cut pillow-backing fabric to match the knitted pillow front, 
plus a Ye inch (1.3-cm) seam allowance around all four 
sides. Fold and press seam allowance to WS. With WS of 
knitted front and fabric backing facing together, use 
sewing needle and matching thread to whipstitch around 
three sides, leaving the crochet borders free. Weave in all 
loose ends to WS and secure. Insert the inner pillow and 
whipstitch the last side closed.

Felted Patchwork Rug 


This felted rug starts with just six garter stitch squares, each knit diagonally. The squares are then 


sewn together and crocheted around the outside edge. Each square is portable, making this a per- 


fect project for knitting on the go. 


Finished Size 

Each square: 8 inches x 8 inches square (20.5 x 
20.5 cm) 

Rug before felting: 21 inches x 27 inches (53.5 cm 
x 68.5 cm) 

Rug after felting: 16 inches x 25 inches (40.5 cm x 
63.5 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 810 yards (740 m) total of bulky 
weight wool yarn. (Superwash wools, synthetics, and 
cotton yarns will not work in this felted pattern.)

US size 11 (8 mm). Adjust the needle size if nec- 
essary to obtain the correct gauge. 


Gauge (before felting) 
10 stitches and 20 rows = 4 inches (10 cm) in garter 
stitch 


Notions 
US size Q (16 mm) crochet hook; tapestry needle 


Note 

When a knit wool piece is washed in hot water with 
lots of agitation, felt is created. The fibers lock 
together under these conditions to form a dense, 
heavy fabric. As you may have discovered the hard 
way if you've accidentally washed a sweater in hot 
water, felt is forever. 


Make the Rug 


Using 1 strand of Color A held together with 1 strand of 
Color B, cast on (CO) 1 stitch (st). 


Row 1: (RS) Increase (inc) 1 st by knitting into the front and 
then the back loop of the same st (klf&b)—(2 sts). 


Rows 2-26: Work in garter st (knit every row) as follows: 
Knit 1, k1f&b, knit to end of row—(27 sts). 


Cut Color B leaving a-4-inch (10 cm) tail to weave in later. 


Row 27: (RS) Join Color C, and with 1 strand of A and 
1 strand of C held together as one, k27 sts. 


Row 28: K1, knit 2 sts together (k2tog); knit to end of row 
—(26 sts). 


Rows 29-54: Continue k2tog decreasing (dec) at the 
beginning of every row (work dec using the second and 
third sts from the edge as you did on Row 28), until 1 st 
remains. Cut the yarns, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) tail, and 
pull the tails through the remaining loop to secure— 
(1 square completed). 


Follow the instructions for Rows 1-54 to make the remain- 
ing 5 squares, changing colors as follows: 


Square 2: 1 strand each of Colors A and D for the first 
half; 1 strand each of Colors A and E for the second half. 


Square 3: 1 strand each Colors A and G; 1 strand each 
Colors A and F. 


Square 4: 1 strand each Colors A and D; 1 strand each 
Colors A and F. 


Square 5: 1 strand each Colors A and G; 1 strand each 
Colors A and C. 


Square 6: 1 strand each Colors A and B; 1 strand each 
Colors A and E. 


Finishing 
With a tapestry needle, weave in loose yarn tails to the 
wrong side (WS) of work and secure. 


With 2 strands of Color A threaded on a tapestry needle, 
whipstitch (see Techniques, page 118) the squares 
together as shown on schematic at right. Make sure the 
squares are sewn together closely so they felt together as 
one fabric. 


With a crochet hook and two strands of Color A held 
together as one, work 5 rounds of single crochet (sc) (see 
Techniques, page 114) around the outside edges of the 
rug; at the same time, work 3 sc in each corner stitch to 
smoothly round the corners and prevent puckering. With a 
tapestry needle, weave in loose yarn tails to the WS of 
work and secure. 


Felt the Rug 


Place the rug in an old pillowcase. (Do not add towels or 
other items in the washing machine, as they can shed lint, 
which easily gets trapped in the felt.) Fill the washing 
machine with hot water and add a small amount of mild 
detergent. Add the rug in its bag and start the machine on 
a normal agitation cycle. Once the wash cycle is complete, 
check to see if the rug is felted sufficiently. Felting is com- 
plete when the stitches are obscured and the rug has 
shrunk. The amount of time it takes to complete the felting 
process varies from machine to machine. The rug shown 
here required two full wash cycles. 


Fill the machine with cold water to rinse, and remove any 
detergent residue. Rinsing in cold water hardens the felt 
and creates a firmer fabric. Remove the rug from the rinse 
water and squeeze out the water by hand. Roll the rug in 
several heavy bath towels to eliminate as much excess 


water as possible. Pull and stretch the edges into shape as 
necessary. Sandwich the rug between two dry towels and 
then place something heavy on top to help flatten curled 
edges and absorb additional moisture. Remove the towels 
and let rug air-dry completely.

Rows 421-460 (40 rows]: With Color A, work in garter st.

Bind off (BO) all sts. With a tapestry needle, weave in loose 
yarn tails to WS of work and secure.

to make a wardrobe fit for a ball—either way, none of your precious yarns will go to waste.

Yarn 

You will need about 1 to З yards (91 cm-2.75 m) of 
assorted colors in a super fine yarn weight, using the 
same stitch pattern and gauge. 


We used Rowan Rowanspun 4 ply (100% pure new 
wool; 162 yards [148 m]/.88-ounce [25-5] skein). 
Small amounts of yarn ranging from 1-3 yards

Needles 
US size 1 (2.25 mm) double-point (dpn), set of 4 or 5 


Gauge 

9 stitches and 12 rows = 1 inch (2.5 cm) in stock- 
inette stitch (St st). Gauge samples were worked back 
and forth in stitch pattern. Flat knitting usually has a 
different gauge than circular knitting, but in these 
small, stretchy items, the difference isn’t significant. 


Notions 
Tapestry needle; small amount of polyester filling;

Notes 

Because of the project's small size, | suggest the 

following: 

1. When casting on fewer than 15 stitches, work the 
first row flat before joining the stitches into a 
circle. 


2. Use the yarn tail as the stitch marker at the begin- 
ning of each round. 


Make the Legs (make 2) 

The legs are attached to the lower edge of the skirt front, 
and the skirt back remains open so you can insert a finger 
and hald the puppet upright. 


With Color A, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) tail to use as a stitch 
marker, cast on (CO) 12 stitches (sts). 


Row 1: (RS) Knit. After completing the row, join work into a 
circle, being careful not to twist the sts. Place the yarn tail 
between first and last sts to identify beginning of round (rnd). 


Rnds 1-2: Knit. 

Rnd 3: K4, knit 2 together (k2tog) twice, k4—(10 sts). 
Rnd 4: With Color B, k4, k2tog, k4—4(9 sts). 

Rnds 5-6: Knit. 


Continue alternating 3 rnds of Color A and 3 rnds of Color 
B until you have created a leg with 4 stripes of each color, 
ending with Color B. Cut the yarn, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) 
tail. Thread tapestry needle with yarn tail and sew the sts to- 
gether, keeping the top of the leg flat. Set aside until later. 
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Make the Skirt and Body 


With Color A, CO 32 sts. Join work into a circle, being care- 
ful not to twist the sts. 


Rnd 1: Purl. 


Rnds 2 and 4: *K1 with Color A, К1 with Color B*; repeat 
(rep) instructions between * * to end of rnd. 


Rnd 3: *K1 with Color В, К1 with Color A*; rep instructions 
between * * to end of rnd. 


Rnds 5-8 (4 rnds): With Color B, knit. 


Rnds 9-10: (decreases) With Color B, *k2, k2tog*; rep 
instructions between * * to end of rnd—{18 sts). 


Rnd 11: To create the belt, with Color C, knit. 

Rnd 12: Purl. 

Rnds 13-20 (8 rnds): With Color B, knit. 

Rnd 21: To create the neckband, with Color C, knit. 
Rnd 22: Purl. Do not bind off (BO). 


Маке the Head 


Rnds 1-2: Leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) tail to use later to 
form the neck, join Color D and knit both rnds. 


Rnd 3: (increases) *K3, knit into the front and back loops 
of next st (k1f&b)*; rep instructions between * * to last 2 
sts, k2 to end rnd—(22 sts). 


Rnd 4: (increases) *K3, k1f&b*; rep instructions between 
* * to last 2 sts, k2 to end rnd—(27 sts). 


Rnds 5-10 (6 rnds): Knit. 


Rnd 11: (decreases) “КЗ, k2tog*; rep instructions 
between * * to last 2 sts, k2 to end rnd—(22 sts). 


Rnd 12: (decreases) *K3, k2tog*; rep instructions 
between * * to last 2 sts, k2 to end rnd—(18 sts). 


Rnd 13: (decreases) *K1, k2tog*; rep instructions 
between * * to end of rnd—(12 sts). 


Rnd 14: (decreases) *K2tog; rep from * to end of rnd— 
(6 sts). 


Cut the yarn, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) tail. Thread tapestry 
needle with yarn tail and weave through the remaining sts. 
Pull the yarn tail gently to close the top of the head; weave 
yarn tail to wrong side (WS) and secure. Stuff head: 
Working from the neck up, stuff the head firmly with poly- 
ester filling. 


Close Neck 

Thread the tapestry needle with the 6-inch (15-cm) yarn tail 
(Color D) reserved at the base of the head. Weave needle 
and yarn through the sts around the neck, and then pull the 
yarn gently to make a slight indentation above the neck- 
band. Thread yarn through several sts to secure, then push 
into the head to hide the tail. 


Facial Features 

With Color A threaded on tapestry needle, make two eyes 
using French knots (see Techniques, page 117). With Color 
F, make the mouth using small straight embroidery sts. 


Make the Arms (make 2) 
With Color D, CO 7 sts. 


Row 1: Knit. Join work into a circle, being careful not to 
twist sts. 


Rnds 1-2: Knit. 
Rnd 3: То form cuff, join Color C, knit. 
Rnd 4: Purl. 


Rnds 5-9 (5 rnds): With Color B, knit until the arm meas- 
ures about 1% inches (3.2 cm) from the beginning. 


Cut the yarn, leaving a 6-inch (15-cm) tail, and thread a 
tapestry needle. Weave needle and yarn through the sts, 


and close the arm tops same as for legs. Leave the CO 
edge open, and set the arms aside until later. 


Make the Hair 


Wrap a 60-inch (152.5-cm) strand of Color E yarn tightly 
around a drinking straw. Spray with hairspray and press the 
yarn ends onto the straw with your fingertips. When the 
yarn is completely dry, carefully remove the straw. 


Finishing 

Legs 

Lightly stuff the legs from the foot up with a small amount 
of the polyester filling, using a knitting needle to help insert 
the stuffing. Thread tapestry needle with the yarn tail and 
use to stitch the CO edges together and close the feet. 
Thread tapestry needle with Color B and sew the legs to 
the inside front of the skirt, attaching both legs just above 
the 3 rnds of Fair Isle on the skirt. 


Arms 

Working from the hands up, lightly stuff the arms with poly- 
ester filling as you did for the legs. With Color D, or the CO 
tail, neatly stitch the hand CO sts to close the lower edge. 
Thread tapestry needle with Color B yarn and whipstitch 
the arms to the body just below the neck indentation. 
Weave in all loose yarn tails to the WS of work and secure. 


Attach Hair to Head 

Cut two 4-inch (10-cm) strands of yarn, one of Color B and 
one of Color C. Thread tapestry needle with both strands 
and sew them to halfway through 1 or 2 sts on the top of 
the head. The strands should have equal lengths on each 
side after attaching to the top of the head. Fold the curled 
hair into quarters and lay the hair flat across the attached 
strands of Colors B and C. Tie both yarn strands together 
with overhand knot, securing the hair to the head, and then 
tie the strands into a bow. Style the hair as desired. Put 
Curlilocks on your finger and take her dancing! 
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Knitted Kick Sacks 


Otherwise known as footbags, these small sacks are good for kicking around and playing games. 
They also make colorful paperweights. The directions are given for a striped Knitted Kick Sack, but 


you can make them in a solid color or your own design.

You will need about 18 yards (17 m) total (about

US size 4 (3.5 mm) double-point (dpn), set of 6. 
Adjust the needle size if necessary to obtain the 
correct gauge. 


Gauge 
5 stitches and 8 rounds = 1 inch (2.5 cm) in circular 
stockinette stitch (St st) (knit each round) 


Notions 
Tapestry needle; dried beans, about 2 ounces (57 g) 
per Knitted Kick Sack 


Note 

For this small project, you will be able to identify the 
beginning of each round by the threads that start it. 

As you add colors, knot both yarn tails together, and 
use the yarn tails to help stuff the Knitted Kick Sack. 


Make the Knitted Kick Sack 


With Color E, cast on 5 stitches (sts). With sts all on one 
needle, knit into the front and then the back loop of the 
same st (k1f&b) of each st—(10 sts). Slip each pair of sts 
onto a new needle—(2 sts on each of 5 needles). Join work 
into a circle, being careful not to twist sts. 


Rnd 1: K1f&b in the first st on’each of the 5 needles— 
(3 sts on each needle, 15 sts total). 


Rnd 2: Repeat (rep) Round (Rnd) 1—(4 sts on each nee- 
dle, 20 sts total). 


Rnd 3: Knit all sts, no increases (inc). 


Rnds 4-5: Change to Color D and rep Rnd 1—(6 sts on 
each needle, 30 sts total). 


Rnd 6: Join Color A and rep Rnd 1—(7 sts on each 
needle, 35 sts total). 


Rnds 7-16 (10 rnds): Knit all sts without further inc. At 
the same time, while knitting the entire Knitted Kick Sack, 
change colors of your choosing every 2 rnds. 


Rnds 17-20 (4 rnds): Knit 2 together (k2tog) at the 
beginning of each of the 5 needles—(3 sts on each needle, 
15 sts total). 


Rnd 21: Knit all sts without decreases (dec). 


Rnds 22-23: K2tog at beginning of each needle— 
(1 st on each needle, 5 sts total). 


Finishing 

Cut the yarn, leaving a tail about 6 inches (15 cm) long. 
Thread tapestry needle with yarn tail and weave through 
the remaining 5 sts. Leave the top open. Fill the Knitted 
Kick Sack with beans until it is very full. (Make a paper fun- 
nel with a large point to use when filling the Knitted Kick 
Sacks with beans.) Gently pull the tapestry needle and yarn 
tail to draw the sts together and close the Knitted Kick 
Sack's top. Weave the tail through several sts on wrong 
side (WS), then push the tapestry needle to the opposite 
end of the Knitted Kick Sack, leaving the remaining yarn tail 
embedded inside.

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Stash- 
Busting Tip 
Think coordinating, 
but not necessarily 
identical. You can 
apply this principle 
to many knitted 
items; hats, mit- 
tens, gloves, and 
pillows are just 
a few. 
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This classic spiral pattern helps keep the tube socks on a squirming baby. Knit with thicker yarn 


and bigger needles and increasing the number of stitches around, this basic concept could 


be expanded to fit older children, too. (For the spiral pattern to work, you need a multiple of 


3 stitches plus 1.)

Gauge 

Tube socks, mitts, and smaller-size cap: 

13 stitches and 25 rounds = 2 inches (5 cm) in spiral 
pattern stitch. Medium cap: 10 stitches and 

19 rounds = 2 inches in spiral pattern stitch 


Notions 

US size B/1 (2.25 mm) crochet hook; stitch markers; 
tapestry needle; about 18 inches (46 cm) smooth 
waste cotton yarn for provisional (temporary) cast-on 


Note 

Both caps are worked using the same number of sts. 
The size difference is accomplished by using larger- 
size needles to make the larger hat. 


Make the Baby Tube Socks 


With crochet hook and the smooth waste yarn, chain 12 
stitches (sts) to make a provisional (temporary) crochet 
chain cast-on (CO) (see Techniques, page 115). 


Row 1: Join main color (MC) yarn. Using the beginning end 
of the crochet chain, pick up 8 sts from the crochet chain. 
Work in rows, back and forth in St st, for 4 rows. Beginning 
at the knotted end of the waste yarn, pull the end out of the 
last crochet st and then remove the provisional CO, inserting 
a dpn into the live sts to create a seamless beginning (see 
Techniques, page 115). 


One dpn holds 8 sts at one end of the 4 rows and a sec- 
ond dpn holds 8 sts at the other end of the 4 rows. Fold 
the 4 rows in half and then slip 4 sts purlwise (pwise) onto 
each of 4 dpns—(16 sts). Place a marker (pm) on the nee- 
dle where the working yarn is attached. From this point on, 
you'll be working in rounds (rnds), and the marker will iden- 
tify the beginning of the rnd and Needle #1. 


Next 5 Rnds: Increase (inc) 1 st in the first st at the begin- 
ning of each of the 4 needles until there are 9 sts on each 
needle—(36 sts total). 


Begin the Spiral Pattern 

Beginning with Needle #1: K2, knit into the front and then 
the back loop of the next st (k1f&b), p3, *k3, p3; repeat 
(rep) from *. There is no distinct end of rnd; the pattern 
(patt) shifts by 1 stitch to the right while working the КЗ, p3 
patt continuously on 37 sts. Work even until the sock mea- 
sures about 6 inches (15 cm) from the toe beginning. 


Make the Contrast Color Ruffle 
Cut MC, leaving a 4inch (10-cm) tail. Join contrast color 
(CC), knit 1 rnd. 


Next rnd: Work in kl, pl ribbing, ending rnd with k11&b— 
(38 sts). Work two more rnds of ribbing. 


Finishing 

Picot Edge: Bind off (BO) 2 sts, “slip remaining st from 
righthand needle to left-hand needle, CO 2 sts, BO 4 sts; 
rep from * to the end of the round and fasten off remain- 
ing st. With a tapestry needle, weave in loose yarn tails to 
the wrong side (WS) of work and secure. 


Rep the above instructions from beginning to make the 
second sock, reversing the colors as shown in photo 
(see page 85). 


Make the Mitts 


Make the mitts using the same directions as for the tube 
socks until work measures about 312 inches (9 cm) from 
beginning. Follow the same instructions to make the ruffle 
and Picot Edge, changing colors in trim as desired. 


Crochet Cord 

Measure baby from one wrist to the other, working along 
the arms and across the back. With crochet hook and yarn 
color of your choice, make a crochet chain about 2 inches 
(5 cm) longer than the total measurement. With threaded 
tapestry needle, attach one end of the cord to each mitt. 
Caution: Mitt and hat cords can be dangerous if baby 
becomes entangled in them. Make sure the mitt cord is 
threaded up the jacket sleeve, across the back, and down 
the other sleeve. One mitt dangles at the end of each 
sleeve. When the jacket is worn, the cord must be across 
the baby's back and not across the chest or front of neck. 
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Make the Baby Ca 


With CC, work the hat the same as the tube socks through 
Row 4. Remove waste yarn from provisional CO and, keep- 
ing the work flat (don't fold in half), slip 4 sts on each of 
4 needles. Place marker before the stitch with the working 
yarn attached. From this point on you'll be working in rnds, 
and the marker will identify the beginning of the rnd and 
Needle #1. 
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Crown Increases

Needle #1: With CC, "slip (sl) 1, k1f&b, k2; 
Needie #2: K1f&b, k2, sl 1; 
Needle #3: Rep Needle #1; 
Needle #4: Rep Needle #2—(20 sts total). 


Rnds 2-8 (7 rnds): With CC, *k1, klf&b, knit to end of 
needle; repeat from * on each needle—(48 sts total). 


Rnds 9-23 (15 rnds): With MC, *k1, k1f&b, knit to end 
of needle; repeat from * on each needle—(27 sts on each 
needle, 108 sts total). 
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Begin the Spiral Pattern 
Beginning with Needle #1: K2, k1f&b, p3, *k3, p3; rep 
from * working continuously in a spiral and ignoring the 
end-ofrnd marker. The spiral pattern moves to the right by 
1 stitch while working the k3, p3 patt over 109 sts. Work 
even until hat measures 3% (5) inches (9.5 [12.5] cm). 


Make the Edging 

Small-size cap only: Cut MC, leaving a 4-inch (10-cm) tail. 
Join CC, knit 1 rnd. Next rnd: Work іп k1, pl ribbing to last 
st, k1f8b-—(110 sts). Work 4 more rnds of ribbing. Begin 
Picot Edge. 


Medium-size cap only: Continue with MC and work inkl, pl 
ribbing to last st, k1f8b—(110 sts). Work 6 more гта of 
ribbing. Cut MC, leaving a 4-inch (10-cm) tail. Join CC and 
begin Picot Edge. 


Finishing 
Picot Edge: BO 2 sts, “slip remaining st on right-hand nee- 
dle onto left-hand needle, CO 2 sts, BO 4 sts; rep from * 
to the end of the round and fasten off remaining st. With 
tapestry needle, weave in loose yarn tails to wrong side of 
work and secure. 


Hand-wash all items and allow to air-dry before wearing. 
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Make a mouse for the felines that live in your house, or give a mouse or two to your devoted 


cat friends. The mice take very little yarn to make and are quick to knit. Of course, you can fill 


one of these little friends with lavender or other fresh herbs and use them yourself!

Make the Mouse 


Using dpns, cast on (CO) 21 stitches (sts), leaving a yarn 
tail that will be used later to create the mouse's tail. Place 
marker and join into a circle, being careful not to twist sts. 
Work in circ stockinette stitch (St st) (knit all rounds) until 
piece measures 21% inches (6.5 cm). 


Shape Nose 

Next round (rnd): Using the knit 2 sts together method 
(k2tog), decrease (dec) a total of 3 sts evenly spaced—(18 
sts remain). Knit 2 rnds. Repeat (rep) these last three rnds 
until 6 sts remain. K2tog 3 times—(3 sts remain). Cut yarn 
and thread tail through remaining 3 sts. 


Ears (make 2) 

CO 2 sts. Knit next row and increase (inc) 1 st using the 
make 1 (M1) method (see Abbreviations, page 120). Purl 1 
row. Knit 1 row. Purl 1 row. BO 3 sts. 


Needles 
US size 6 (4 mm) double-point (dpn), set of 4 


Gauge 

Because these mice don't have to fit, the gauge is not 
critical, but the fabric you create must be dense or 
the catnip will fall out. 


Notions 

Tapestry needle; markers; catnip; sewing needle; 
embroidery thread to attach beads and make 
whiskers; 3 small beads for the eyes and nose; small 
bell for end of tail, if desired 


Note 
Firmly sew beads onto the mouse because they can 
be dangerous if ingested. 


Finishing 

Sew the ears to mouse and, at the same time, using a run- 
ning stitch, sew the ends of the yarn around the edges of 
the ears to give them a curvy mouse-ear shape. Using the 
yarn or embroidery thread, attach the beads to form the 
eyes and nose (see photo). If desired, add whiskers with 
the embroidery floss or yarn. 


Stuff the mouse with catnip. With tapestry needle, thread 
about 12 inches (30.5 cm) yarn through the end of the 
mouse and draw the end together to seal in the stuffing. 


Tail: Thread a tapestry needle with a 28-inch (71-cm) strand 
of yarn and sew through 1 st next to the 12-inch (30.5-cm) 
yarn tail. Pull the strand through to the halfway point. You 
will have two 14-inch (35.5-cm) strands plus the 12-inch 
(30.5-cm) strand grouped together at the tail end of the 
mouse. Braid the 3 strands together to the desired tail 
length. Tie a knot in end of tail and trim ends to even. 
Attach a small bell with sewing thread or yarn, if desired. 


Pampered Pooch Striped Sweater 


Many of us have on hand a variety of medium-weight yarns that lend themselves to myriad fun proj- 


ects, like this dog sweater. To pull the different colors together, | used dark blue for the collar, cuffs, 


and ribbed trim. 


Finished Size 

(This sweater fits a dog about the size of a cocker 
spaniel, about 20 pounds.) 

Length: About 16 inches (40.5 cm) 

Neck circumference: 16 inches (40.5 cm), 
unstretched 

Chest circumference: 26 inches (66 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 274 yards (250 m) total of 
medium-weight yarn, using the same stitch pattern 
and gauge. This dog sweater can be made using a 
wide variety of yarns. Vary the width of the color 
bands to accommodate the amounts of stash yarns 
suitable for the project. 


We used Black Water Abbey Yarn (2-ply worsted 
weight 100% new wool; 220 yards [201 m]/4-ounce 
[113-g] skein). 


Color A—Dark Slate, 100 yards (91 m) 
Color B—Rust, 6 yards (5 m) 

Color C—Butter, 6 yards (5 m) 

Color D—Moss, 7 yards (6.4 m) 

Color E—Autumn, 7 yards (6.4 m) 
Color F—Bluestack, 7 yards (6.4 m) 
Color G—Wheat, 8 yards (7.3 m) 

Color H—Pink Heather, 8 yards (7.3 m) 
Color |—Ocean, 25 yards (23 m) 

Color J—Wine, 25 yards (23 m)

Make the Neck 


With crochet hook and smooth waste yarn, chain about 
95 stitches (sts) to make a provisional (temporary) crochet 
chain cast-on (CO) (see Techniques, page 115). Cut the 
waste yarn, leaving a 4-inch (10-cm) tail, thread through the 
end of the last loop, and pull to secure. Tie a knot in the tail 
of the yarn to help you identify this end later when you need 
to remove the chain. With Color A and smaller-size circ nee- 
dle, knit 1 st in each of 84 consecutive chain bumps—(84 
sts). Place a marker (pm) to mark the beginning of the 
round (rnd) and join work into a circle, being careful not to 
twist the sts. 


Neckband 

Work in rnds of k1, pl ribbing until the neckband measures 
1% inches (11.5 cm) from the beginning. Purl one rnd to 
make a turning ridge and return to kl, pl ribbing for 
another 1% inches (11.5 cm).

Rnds 15-16: Repeat Rnds 7 and 8. 
Rnd 17: With Color E, knit. 


Rnd 18: (increases) Knit, inc 4 sts evenly spaced as fol- 
lows: *k24, ml: rep from * to end of rnd—(100 sts). 


Rnds 19-20: Rep Rnds 7 and 8. 
Rnd 21: With Color F, knit. 


Rnd 22: (increases) Knit, inc 12 sts evenly spaced as fol 
lows: КТО, ml, [k8, m1] 10 times, k10, m1—(112 sts). 


Rnd 23: Knit. 
Rnd 24: Purl. 
Rnd 25: With Color G, knit. 


Rnd 26: (increases) Knit, inc 12 sts evenly spaced as fol- 
lows: k11, ml, [К9, m1] 10 times, k11, m1—(124 sts). 


Rnds 27-28: Rep Rnds 7 and 8. 
Rnds 29-31 (3 rnds): With Color H, knit. 
Rnd 32: Purl. 


Rnds 33-44 (12 rnds): With Color |, knit. At the same 
time, when work measures 52 inches (14 cm) from the 
beginning of the yoke, begin leg openings. 
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Make the Leg Openings 


Underpanel 

Beginning at the marker, with straight needles (or use a 
second circ needle of same size) knit across 15 sts. Turn 
work to wrong side (WS) and purl back across these 15 sts 
plus 15 sts on the other side of the marker for a total of 
30 sts. Leave the remaining 94 sts on a circular needle. 
These 94 sts are reserved for the back. Work back and 
forth in rows of St st on the 30 underpanel sts for 31⁄4 
inches (8.5 cm), ending with a WS row. 


Cut yarn, and with right side (RS) facing, attach the correct 
color yarn to beginning of reserved back sts and work flat 
back and forth on these 94 sts until this piece measures 
the same length as the underpanel, ending with a WS row. 
Having created two slits for the leg openings, the work 
resumes as circ knitting in the round as follows: Join the 
correct color yarn at a marker between underpanel sts. 
Maintaining the striped pattern, with RS facing, begin at 
the marker and К15 of the 30 underpanel sts, then k94 
back sts, then k15 (last 15 sts of underpanel); join work 
into rnd at marker. Work even in rnds and stripes until the 
sweater measures 10 inches (25.5 cm) from the begin- 
ning of the yoke. 


To Form the Shaped 
Back Edge 


Place the 30 underpanel sts on a st holder, with stitch 
marker in place. Keep the remaining 94 back sts on the 
Circ needle, join yarn, and work flat back and forth on these 
sts, binding off 1 st at the beginning of each row for 
20 rows—(74 sts). Cut yarn, leaving a 4-inch (10-cm) tail. 


Make the Ribbed Border 


With RS of work facing, place the 30 underpanel sts on 
the 24-inch (60-cm) smaller-size circ needle. Join Color A 
at marker (halfway between the 30 sts), begin at marker, 
k15 sts, pick up and k24 sts along shaped side edge, 
k74 sts across sweater back, then pick up and k24 sts 
along remaining shaped side edge, then knit the rernain- 
ing 15 underpanel sts—(152 sts). Work in rnds of kl, pl 
ribbing until border measures about 1 inch (2.3 cm). Bind 
off (BO) all sts. 


Make the Leg Cuffs 


With Color A and dpns, pick up 38 sts around the edge of 
the leg slit and work in kl, pl ribbing until cuff measures 
Ja inch (2 cm). BO. With a tapestry needle, weave in loose 
yarn tatls to the WS and secure. Work second cuff in 
Same manner. 


Finishing 

Remove provisional crochet chain CO at neck, placing live 
sts on circ needle to hold. Fold neckband at purl ridge to 
WS of work, Pin the neckband in place. Thread tapestry 
needle with Color A, and weave 1 live st from the circ nee- 
dle to a corresponding st from the first body row. Don't pull 
sewing yarn too tightly; try to maintain the same elasticity 
as the rest of the neckband so it will easily stretch over 
poochie’s head. Remove pins. With a tapestry needle, 
weave in loose yarn tails to WS of work and secure. 
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Sometimes you find an irresistible yarn that you 


just have to own and knit with. Scarves are often the perfect project for 
these splurges. № your basic black or denim look is getting tiresome, a wonder- 
ful scarf could be just what the fashion doctor ordered. With the seemingly lim- 
itless choices of colors, textures, fibers, and stitch patterns, there's a good 
reason why some stashes become so large and why some knitters never move 
beyond making scarves. 

While garter stitch, seed stitch, ribbing, and basketweave are all great stitch 
patterns to use when making scarves, the inspired stitch patterns and styles 
herein will make terrific additions to your scarf repertoire. Included are a cou- 
ple of my favorites and a few great designs from my knitting buddies. 

Make sure to check out stitch pattern books for inspiration. Using the same 
stitch pattern with a variety of yarns and needle sizes can create many looks. 
Scarves are a great place to try out intriguing stitch patterns as well as to 
sample interesting yarns. 

Keep in mind that the edges of stockinette stitch tend to curl. A few garter 
stitches or seed stitches along the edges of the scarf and a few rows of 
garter stitch or seed stitch at the ends of the scarf can help keep the fabric 
flat and under control, as shown in the examples. Another option is to add a 
row of single crochet or another crochet stitch as a border for the outside 
edges of the scarf. 


Sumptuously Soft Scarf 


Designer Linda Romens fell in love with this fabulous berry-colored qiviut yarn and just had to 


have it. Qiviut, which comes from the Arctic musk ox, is one of the warmest, softest natural 


fibers known to man. This scarf design would be beautiful made in other luxury fibers such as 


cashmere or yak down. 


Finished Size 
Width: 6 inches (15 cm) 
Length: 68 inches (173 cm) 


Yarn 
You will need about 275 yards (251 m) total of light- 
weight yarn using the same stitch pattern and gauge. 


We used Mini-Mills 3-ply qiviut (275 yards [251 m]/

light as it dances on the silk. 


Finished Size 
Width: 5 inches (13 cm) 
Length: 48 inches (122 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 300 yards (274 т) total of 
medium-weight yarn to make a scarf in the same 
stitch pattern and gauge. Although silk is special, 
many lustrous yarns work equally well.

Easy Side-to-Side Garter Scarf 
Instead of knitting a scarf from one short end to the other, this scarf 15 knit lengthwise from 


side to side. Made with merino wool and kid mohair, the scarf shown here 15 luxuriously soft 


and comfy against the neck. If you plan to add a fringe—which is a good way to use up extra 


yarn—you can leave yarn tails, the same length as your planned fringe strands, at the begin- 


ning and end of each row, and later work them into the main fringe. You'll eliminate the need to 


weave in yarn tails. 


Finished Size 
Width: 62 inches (16.5 cm) 
Length: 60 inches (152.5 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 325 yards (297 m) total of 
medium-weight yarn used as single strand and about 
125 yards (114 m) of fine yarn worked with 2 strands 
together to create a scarf without fringe using the 
same stitch pattern and gauge.

Leslie Ferrero, who designed this scarf, uses a rich neutral shade of brown to tie together 


sophisticated autumnal shades of yarn. Antique brass buttons from Leslie's button stash make 


a delightful addition to the end of the scarf. Think about using your own button collection to trim 


the ends of a scarf! 


Finished Size

Make the Moorish Tassels 


Cut a piece of cardboard about 3 inches (7.5 cm) on one 
side. Fix one end of your yarn to one edge of the cardboard 
with a piece of masking tape, then wrap the yarn around 
the cardboard for 20 wraps. Cut the yarn at the end of the 
last wrap. 


Next, take a 16-inch (40.5-ст) strand of the yarn and fold 
it in half, We'll call this the attachment yarn because it's 
used later to attach the tassel to the scarf. Slide the 
folded end of the attachment yarn under the loops of yarn 
on the cardboard, and place it at one end. Pass the loose 
ends of the attachment yarn through the folded end, then 
pull the loose ends tight so the yarn on the cardboard is 
gathered into a firm bunch, making the top of the tassel. 
Cut the bottom loops of yarn to free the tassel, and 
remove the masking tape. 


Take another piece of yarn, about 18 inches (46 cm) long, 
anc tie a knot in one end for identification. Lay this piece of 
yarn on top of the tassel with the knot down near the cut 
ends. Loop it back on itself so that you have a loop of yarn 
near the top of the tassel. Keeping the loop, use the long 
end to wrap around the top end of the tassel, about 10 to 
12 times, forming a nice, tight head. Slip the remainder 
through the loop, then pull on the end with the knot until the 
loop, and the yarn that was passed through it, disappears 
underneath the wraps.

Classic Rugby Stripe Scarf 


Jennifer Lindsay has been making many variations of this classic scarf to give as gifts to men, 


women, teens, and children because it’s so easy to personalize. The scarf is knitted in the round 


on 16-inch circular needles and forms a long tube. Its clean, tailored look comes from the slipped 


stitches at the side edges on every other row, which set crisp folds in the double-thick fabric so it 


lies flat when worn. 


Finished Size 
Width: 6% inches (17 cm) 
Length: 52 inches (132 cm) 


Yarn 

You will need about 525 yards (480 m) total of fine- 
weight yarn to make a 52-inch (132-cm) scarf, using 
the same stitch pattern and gauge. For a longer scarf, 
each stripe takes about 25 yards (23 m), and each 
stripe measures 22 inches (6.5 cm), so check your 
stash and calculate what you need. 


We used Jaeger Yarns Extra Fine Merino DK (100% 
Merino wool; 137 yards [125 m]/1.75-ounce [50-g] 
skein): 

Color А--#944 Elderberry, 2 skeins 

Color B—#920 Wineberry, 2 skeins 

Color C—#923 Satinwood, 2 skeins 


Make the Scarf 


With Color A, cast on (CO) 74 stitches (sts). K18, place 
marker (to mark side fold), КЗ8, place marker (to mark 
side fold), k18, place marker (to mark start of new round). 
Join work into a circle, being careful not to twist sts. 


Rnd 1: Knit. : 


Rnd 2: K18, slip marker (sl m), sl 1 st, k36, sl 1, sl m, 
k18, sl m. 


*Repeat (rep) Rnds 1 and 2 using Color A for a total of 20 
rnds. Change to Color В and rep Rnds 1 and 2 for 20 rnds. 
Change to Color С and rep Rnds 1 and 2 for 20 rnds.* Rep 
the instructions between * * 2 more times for a total of 9 
stripes. To make the right and left sides of the scarf match 
when it is worn, do an around-the-neck sequence as fol- 
lows: 20 rnds Color A, 20 rnds Color B, 20 rnds Color A. 
Now reverse the order of the 9 stripes preceding the neck 
sequence so they match each other from the neck down, 
as follows: *20 rnds Color С, 20 rnds Color В, and 20 rnds 
Color A*; rep from * to * until you have completed the 9 
stripes for the left side. Knit 1 additional rnd at the end of 
the last stripe (21 rnds), and then bind off (BO) all stitches. 


Needles 

US size 5 (3.75 mm) 16-inch (40.5-cm) circular (circ). 
Adjust the needle size if necessary to obtain the 
correct gauge. 


Gauge 
22 stitches and 32 rows = 4 inches (10 ст) in circu- 
lar stockinette stitch 


Notions 
Tapestry needle 


Note 

You can make this scarf in bulkier yarns by using 
fewer stitches (for example, 15-32-15 sts), but 
Jennifer doesn't recommend yarns much bulkier than 
41 to 5 stitches to the inch (2.5 cm), as the scarf is 
doubled in thickness. 


Finishing 

Turn scarf inside out. With a tapestry needle, weave in 
loose yarn tails to wrong side (WS) of work and secure. 
Turn scarf right side out again, and flatten it so the slip 
stitch folds crease at the side edges and the jog that 
marks the beginning of the rounds runs up the center back 
of the scarf. Using a tapestry needle and leftover yarn, sew 
up the openings at each end of the tube so the scarf lies 
flat. Block or steam lightly. 
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Dotted Scarf 


Judi Tepper based this scarf design on a stitch pattern she found in the book Reversible Two-Color 


Knitting, by Jane Neighbors (currently out of print). The contrast color is not knitted but rather 


woven back and forth into the main color knitted fabric. Made with cotton and silk, this scarf would 


be a great accessory for a denim jacket. 


Finished Size 
Width: 612 inches (16.5 cm) 
Length: 72 inches (182.5 cm) or desired length 


Yarn 

You will need about 475 yards (435 m) of medium- 
welght yarn in the same pattern and gauge, and 
about 125 yards (114 m) of medium-weight yarn in 

a contrast color for weaving. This yarn is worked with 
2 strands held together.

US size 9 (5.5 mm), double-point (dpn), set of 2, or a 
16-inch (40-cm) long circular (circ), in order to slide 
stitches and work from other end of needle.

16% stitches and 2512 rows = 4 inches (10 cm) in

Special Abbreviations 

SI 1 wyib—slip 1 stitch with yarn held in back.

For a more finished appearance along the edges, work 
a row of single crochet (see Techniques, page 114) 
around the outside edges of the scarf, at the same 
time working 3 single crochet in each corner stitch to 
smoothly round the corners and prevent puckering. 


Woven Pattern Stitch 


(worked over odd number of stitches) 
Cast on (CO) with main color (MC) yarn. 


Row 1: With MC, knit. Slide stitches (sts) to the other end 
of the needle. 


Row 2: (The contrast color [CC] yarn is woven between the 
stitches, and not knit.) Holding 2 strands together, join CC, 
sl 1 wyib, *sl 1 wyif, sl 1 wyib*; repeat (rep) instructions 
between * * to end of row.

Judi Tepper took two very different colorways and made a gorgeous scarf by using them in a sim- 


ple diagonal pattern. Look through your stash and make a few small swatches of unlikely combina- 


tions. You might be pleasantly surprised with what you discover. 


Finished Size 
Width: 7 inches (18 cm) 
Length: 60 inches (152.5 cm), not including fringe 


Yarn 

You will need about 420 yards (385 m) total in 2 col- 
orways of medium-weight yarn, using the same stitch 
pattern and gauge. When adding fringe, cut the fringe 
strands first, before beginning the scarf, then work 
the scarf until you run out of yarn. Apply the fringe to 
each end after the scarf is finished. 


We used Mountain Colors Mountain Goat (55% mohair, 
45% wool: 240 yards [240 m]/4-ounce [114-g] skein): 
Color A—Firestorm, 1 skein 

Color B—Wilderness, 1 skein 


Needles 

US size 6 (4 mm) double-point (dpn) or 16-inch (40-cm) 
circular (circ). Adjust the needle size if necessary 
to obtain the correct gauge. 


Make the Scarf 


Scarf Point, Increase Rows 
With Color A, cast on (CO) 2 stitches (sts). 


Row 1: With Color A, knit; slide sts to other end of the 
needle. 


Row 2: With Color B, knit into the front and back loop of st 
(k1f&b), kl; turn work—(3 sts). 


Row 3: With Color B, k1f&b, k2; slide sts to the other end 
of the needle—(4 sts). 


Row 4: With Color A, k1f&b, knit to end; turn—(5 sts). 


Row 5: With Color A, k1f&b, knit to end; slide sts to the 
other end of the needle—(6 sts). 


Row 6: With Color B, k1f&b, knit to end; turn—(7 sts). 


Row 7: With Color B, k1f&b, knit to end; slide sts to the 
other end of the needle—(8 sts). 


Continue in this manner, knitting 2 rows of each color, and 
starting at opposite ends of the needle until there are about 
50 sts on the needle or the desired width. The finished 
width of the scarf is measured along one straight edge of 
the triangle opposite the needle holding the sts and not 
along the sts on the needle. 


Gauge 
18 stitches and 38 rows = 4 inches (10 cm) mea- 
sured diagonally 


Notions 
US size H/8 (5 mm) or 1/9 (5.5 mm) crochet hook to 
attach fringe to scarf ends; tapestry needle 


Note 

This scarf is made by working 2 rows of each color 
yarn and starting each color at the opposite ends of 
the needle. This will make one color dominant on one 
side and the other color dominant on the other side. 
Depending on which color you start with, that color 
will be the more dominant one, appearing along the 
"ridges," and the other color will be in the "valleys." 
This color effect is more noticeable when 2 solid col- 
ors are used. As you switch colors, make sure to wrap 
the yarns along the edge as you carry the yarn upward 
along the side. 


Main Body—Diagonal Pattern 

When the desired width is attained, and having completed 
two Color B rows, continue in the color pattern and the 
"slide and turn" method. 


Row 1: With Color A, k1f&b on the first stitch in one row. 


Row 2: With Color À, knit 2 stitches together (k2tog), knit 
to end; slide sts to the other end of the needle. 


Row 3: With Color B, k2tog, knit to end; turn. 


Row 4: With Color B, k1f&b, knit to end; slide sts to the 
other end of the needle. 


As you continue, it will become obvious that you are 
increasing on the longer side and decreasing on the 
shorter side. When the longer side is almost as long as you 
want the scarf to be, begin the decrease rows. 


Scarf Point, Decrease Rows 

Continue in color patterning and the "slide and turn" 
method and k2tog at the beginning of each row until 1 st 
remains. Cut yarn, leaving a 4inch (10-cm) tail. Insert the 
tail through the last st on the needle and pull to tighten. 


Finishing 
With a tapestry needle, weave in all yarn tails along the side 
edges and secure. 


Fringe (optional) 

Wind yarn around a 6-inch (15-cm) length of cardboard. Cut 
the yarn at one end to form 12-inch (31-cm) strands. Make 
78 strands (39 on each scarf edge). To make the fringe: 


“Holding three strands of yarn together side by side, fold 
the strands in half to form a loop at one end. Working from 
front to back, insert the crochet hook into the first stitch on 
one end of the scarf. Catch the folded loops and pull 
through the work. Bring the cut ends through the folded 
loops and tighten*; repeat instructions * * 13 times.

® With crochet hook and waste yarn, make a 
crochet chain (see Crochet Chain) using a few 
more stitches than specified for the cast-on 
number. Cut the yarn, leaving a 4-inch (10-cm) tail; 
thread the tail through the last loop on the hook: 
and pull to secure. 


® Tie a knot in the waste yarn tail to help you 
identify this end later, when it's time to remove 
the chain. 


® The crochet chain has a smooth side with Vs 
and the other side has a bump in the center of 
each V. The side with the bumps is the one you 
want to use for the next step. 


® Work the first Row (Round): Beginning at the 
opposite end of the waste yarn knot, join the main 
yarn. *Insert knitting needle under the first crochet 
bump, wrap the yarn around the needle as if to 
knit, and pull up a loop—(1 stitch on needle); 
repeat from * for the desired number of stitches. 


Removing a Provisional Cast-On 

e To remove the provisional cast-on, pull out end 
of the waste yarn from the last crochet stitch and 
then carefully pull the waste yarn to remove the 
provisional cast-on and release the live stitches. 
Insert a knitting needle into the live stitches to seat 
them on the needle. 


Seamless Beginning 
This technique can be used to start socks, 
mittens, and hats. 


* After picking up the required number of stitches 
from a provisional cast-on with a double-point 
needle, knit the designated number of rows (in the 
case of our illustration, 4 rows). Remove the 
provisional cast-on and insert a double-pointed 
needle into the live stitches. One double-point 
needle holds stitches at one end and a second 
double-point needle holds an equal number of 
stitches on the other end. 


Lazy Daisy Stitch 

The lazy daisy stitch is often used to make 
flower petals or a chain. The petals are formed 
in a ring with the base of each petal positioned 
close to the others. When several petal stitches 
are worked in a line, a chain is formed. 


o Bring the threaded needle to the front of the 
fabric where the petal base should begin. Reinsert 
the needle into the fabric, a thread or two away 
from where you started, but do not draw the 
thread all the way through. 


* *Bring the needle back up through the fabric at 

the spot designated for the top of the petal, or 

chain, at the same time looping the yarn thread to anchor the petal in place. Take needle 
counterclockwise and passing under the needle. and thread to wrong side and move the needle to 


To repeat the process when making a petal, the left or right of the first petal base to make the 
reinsert the needle on the other side of the looped next stitch.

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Vertical Duplicate Stitch 

Like its name, duplicate stitch replicates the 
Knit stitch. This technique completely covers 
the knitted stitch beneath and is a great way to 
add small sections of color; the technique can 
also be used to hide mistakes in your work. 


® Thread needle with about 18 inches (46 cm) 
of yarn (rethread as necessary). Longer yarn 
lengths will fray and lose fibers as you pull the 
yarn through the stitches. 


® Begin the first stitch by starting at the lowest 
point of the design or stitches to be covered. 
Secure the yarn on the wrong side of the fabric. 


* Bring the needle to the fabric front at the base 
of the first stitch. *Insert the needle at the top of 
the same stitch, from right to left. Pull yarn to 
front of fabric, then reinsert needle at base. 


e For the next stitch, working one row above, 
bring the needle out to the front through the 
center of the stitch above the first duplicate 
Stitch, and repeat from * as desired. 


French Knot 

French knots are frequently used in 
embroidery and in knitting to add small 
raised dots. 


® Bring a threaded tapestry needle to the right 
side of the work at the position where you want 
the knot. Grasp the yarn between your left 
thumb and index finger about 1 inch (2.5 cm) 
away from the surface of the fabric and hold the 
strand so it is taut. 


® With your left hand, wrap the strand of yarn one 
or more times around the needle. (More wraps 
make a more prominent knot.) 


» Holding the yarn taut again, insert the point of 
the needle into the knitted material about 1 or 2 
threads from the starting point. Take it to the 
wrong side of the fabric, at the same time 
holding the yarn down with a thumb. Release 
your thumb as you carefully pull the thread 
through to the wrong side to set the knot. 
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Note: When seaming, always leave a 
beginning and ending yarn tail of at least 4 
inches (10 cm) to weave to the wrong side of 
work and secure after the seam is finished. 


Backstitch 

This seaming technique, which produces a 
firm, stable seam, is used on both horizontal 
and vertical seams. 


* With threaded tapestry needle and right sides 
of work together, insert needle through both 
layers of fabric from front to back. Bring needle 
out to front side again about 1 or 2 stitches to 
the left of entry point. Pull yarn through to front. 


Mattress Stitch 

This method is often called an invisible seam. 
When worked correctly, it has a seamless 
appearance. 


* With threaded tapestry needle, right sides of 
work facing upward, and both pieces lying on a 
flat surface, "insert the needle tip under the 
horizontal strand between the first and second 
stitches of one fabric piece. 


* Move across to the adjacent fabric piece and 
insert the needle under the horizontal strand 
between the first and second stitches. Gently pull 
yarn to tighten". 


Whipstitch 


* Place both fabric pieces to be joined with right 
sides together. 


e *With threaded needle, insert needle through 
the edge stitch on one piece and through the 
corresponding edge stitch on the adjacent piece. 
Pull yarn or thread through. Keep sewing yarn at 
same tension as knitting. Don't pull too tightly, or 
the seam will pucker. 


* Move to next stitch and repeat process from *. 


* Moving back and to the right of entry point by 
one stitch, reinsert needle to back. Moving forward 
again, to the left, bring the needle out to the front 
of work, about one or two stitches ahead of the 
first sewing stitch. 


* Repeat as necessary to close the fabric 
pieces together. 


* Moving up one or two rows, repeat instructions 
from * to * until seam is finished and the fabric 
pieces are joined.
